CHICAGO,  Sept.  12,  1910. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — In  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the   Chicago   Public   Library  and  its 


various  agencies,  the  procedure  has  been 
as  follows : 

The  order  department,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  various  departments  of  the  Li- 
brary, has  compiled  suggested  lists  of 
current  American  and  English  books, 
books  to  replace  worn  out  copies  and  spe- 
cial lists.  These  have  been  revised  by  the 
Librarian  and  by  your  Committee,  and 
then  submitted  to  the  Board  for  approval 
and  for  authority  to  purchase  the  several 
lists.  As  the  Board  meets  monthly,  it  will 
be  apparent  that  long  delays  have  resulted 
from  the  time  of  selection  to  the  time  of 
purchase,  and  when  there  is  taken  into 
consideration  the  time  required  for  the 
necessary  technical  processes  before  the 
books  can  be  made  available  to  the  public, 
it  would  seem  advisable  to  simplify  meth- 
ods so  as  prevent  undue  delays  in  getting 
books  upon  the  shelves.  Moreover,  less 
infrequent  book  purchases  would  result  in 
vastly  better  service  to  the  public  in  every 
way.  If  possible,  book  orders  should 
be  authorized  weekly.  The  formal  action 
of  the  Board  on  each  list  prior  to  the  plac- 
ing of  orders  would  seem  to  be  unneces- 
sary as  long  as  the  appropriations  for  book 
purposes  are  not  exceeded  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  at  the  beginning  of 
each  year  the  sum  included  in  the  annual 
budget  for  book  purchases  be  suitably  ap- 
portioned for  the  various  departments  of 
the  Library,  and  that  appropriations  be 
made  from  time  to  time  within  the  limita- 
tions of  the  budget.  That  the  Committee 
on  Library  be  authorized  to  approve  book 
lists  within  amounts  corresponding  to  the 
appropriations  so  as  to  permit  the  imme- 
diate placing  of  orders  after  such  appro- 
val. Also,  that  at  each  next  ensuing 
meeting  of  the  Board  the  Committee 
make  a  full  report  covering  the  book  or- 
ders authorized  by  them. 

Your  Committee  report  that  the  plan  of 
issuing  vacation  cards  with  added  privi- 
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leges  for  the  seasonal  summer  period  has 
been  much  appreciated  by  the  public,  and 
the  number  of  cards  issued  was  much 
larger  than  had  been  anticipated.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  this  has  been  done 
experimentally,  and  to  enable  returning 
teachers  to  use  the  books  up  to  the  time 
schools  were  resumed,  your  Committee 
authorized  an  extension  of  use  without 
fine  penalties  up  to  and  including  Sep- 
tember 10. 

In  order  that  the  Library  may  be  offi- 
cially represented  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Illinois  Library  Association  to  be 
held  at  Rock  Island,  October  10  to  13, 
we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  sixty  dol- 
lars be  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Librarian  and  such  other  assistants  as 
may  be  delegated  to  attend  such  meeting.

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  Librarian  presented  his  report  for 
the  month  of  August,  1910,  which  was 
received  and  ordered  published. 

He,  also,  presented  the  following  com- 
munication : 

CHICAGO,  Sept.  12,  1910. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the 
arrangements  entered  into  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  the  public  school  authori- 
ties, certain  designated  schools  represent- 
ing each  of  the  ten  school  districts  of  the 
city  are  now  being  equipped  with  class 
room  libraries  for  all  grades  above  the 
third.  In  addition  to  the  books  compris- 
ing the  school  loan  collection  more  limited 
supplies  are  being  issued  to  classes  other 
than  those  in  the  buildings  referred  to. 
The  requests  from  principals  and  teachers 
are  being  received  in  such  numbers  that 
it  is  evident,  but  a  week  after  the  opening 
of  school,  that  it  will  be  impossible  to 
meet  the  demands  or  even  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  demands.  A  new  element- 
ary course  of  study  which  has  been  dis- 
tributed among  the  teachers  and  which 
includes  a  recommended  list  of  books,  and 
all  selections  in  books  obtainable  at  the 
public  library,  has  also  stimulated  a  de- 
mand for  certain  books  which  are  on  the 
shelves  in  such  limited  numbers  that  a 
very  small  fraction  of  the  individual  re- 
quests can  be  satisfied.  In  order  to  partly 
meet  the  school  demand  it  is  respectfully 
suggested  that  authority  be  given  to  make 
up,  within  the  resources  available,  groups 
of  books  for  school  use  which  may  be  re- 
tained without  renewal  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  weeks.  This  does  not  ex- 
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tend  the  privileges  now  afforded  through 
individual  cards  more  than  two  weeks,  ex- 
cept that  it  obviates  the  necessity  for 
formal  renewal  upon  expiration  of  the 
fourteen-day  period.

The  President  then  appointed  Direct- 
ors Armstrong  and  Stern  a  Special  Com- 
mittee to  draft  resolutions  and  to  present 
them  to  the  Board. 

After  a  conference  of  the  Committee, 
Director  Armstrong  presented  and  read 
the  following  resolutions : 

In  the  death  of  Major  Edward  A. 
Blodgett  a  heavy  loss  is  sustained.  He 
was  a  brave  soldier,  a  progressive  busi- 


ness man,  a  citizen  whose  life  was  shaped 
by  the  sentiment  of  civic  pride  and  actu- 
ated by  motives  of  pure  patriotism.  He 
took  a  deep  interest  in  every  movement 
for  the  betterment  of  the  community. 
His  charm  of  manner  was  indefinable; 
his  integrity,  inflexible ;  his  capacity  for 
winning  friends  and  keeping  them,  bound- 
less. The  simplicity  and  frankness  of  his 
nature ;  the  sturdiness  of  his  character ; 
his  buoyant  and  cheerful  spirit,  won  for 
him  a  prominent  place  in  the  social  and 
political  life  of  the  city  with  which  he  was 
so  long  identified ;  and  the  deep  regard 
of  all  those  that  knew  him.  The  passing 
away  of  such  men  of  which  Major  Blod- 
gett was  so  happy  a  type,  is  a  heavy  blow 
to  those  whose  privilege  it  was  to  be  in 
intimate  association  with  him.  There- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  directors  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  take  this  means 
of  expressing  their  sense  of  personal  loss 
over  the  passing  away  of  one  of  their 
number  who  for  so  many  years  had 
proved  himself  to  be  a  singularly  useful 
member  of  society  and  an  official  of 
earnest  purpose  and  high  ideals. 
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Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  be- 
reaved widow  and  family  of  our  late  asso- 
ciate our  tenderest  sympathy  over  the  loss 
of  an  affectionate  and  devoted  husband 
and  father. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be 
spread  upon  the  records  of  this  Board ; 
that  they  be  suitably  engrossed  and  pre- 
sented to  the  family  in  the  name  of  the 
directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
as  a  palpable  evidence  of  the  deep  es- 
teem in  which  we  held  our  departed  col- 
league. 

Director  Taylor  moved  that  the  resolu- 
tions, as  read,  be  adopted,  and  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  the  Board.

Gentlemen: — By  the  organization  of  a 
division  of  publications,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  expedite  and  improve  the  issuance 
of  up-to-date  finding  lists,  showing  the 
resources  of  the  Library  in  the  main  col- 
lection. This  is  a  work  which  -has  been 
very  much  needed,  especially  in  the  con- 
solidation of  supplements.  The  ready  use 
of  these  printed  sources  of  information 
will  thus  be  greatly  facilitated.  In  order 
that  this  service  to  the  public  may  be  still 
further  extended  and  improved,  your 
Committee  on  Library  have  given  careful 
consideration  to  the  subject  of  a  peri- 
odical bulletin  giving  complete  informa- 
tion as  to  books  added  from  time  to 
time.

In  connection  with  a  plan  inaugurated 
by  the  Chicago  Association  of  Commerce 
two  years  ago,  arrangements  are  actively 
under  way  for  an  International  Municipal 
Congress  and  Exposition  to  be  held  in 
Chicago,  September  18-30,  1911.  Sani- 
tation, water  supply,  park  and  boulevard 
systems,  playgrounds,  street  cleaning, 
street  paving,  street  traffic  and  many 
other  problems  of  city  government  will  be 
discussed.

Your  Committee  rec- 
ommend that  the  Librarian  be  instructed 
to  undertake  the  compilation  proposed 
with  a  view  to  its  publication  in  season 
for  the  proposed  assemblage  next  fall. 
Assistant  Librarian  Roden  has  indicated 
his  willingness  to  undertake  the  editorial 
supervision  of  the  work,  and  the  printed 
titles  of  material  in  the  John  Crerar  Li- 
brary will  be  contributed  by  that  institu- 
tion for  use  in  the  preliminary  survey  of 
material. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  au- 
thority be  given  the  Librarian  to  arrange 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  best  interests  of 
the  Library  may  warrant,  for  the  sale  and 
exchange  of  duplicate  material.

Director  Rawson,  Chairman,  presented 
the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  budget  for  the  year  1911. 

Chicago,  January  9,  1911. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — In  framing  the  budget  for 
the  current  calendar  year,  your  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  have  been  greatly  em- 
barrassed by  reason  of  an  unexpectedly 
diminished  income.  Instead  of  increased 


revenues  resulting  from  an  increase  in 
the  assessed  valuation  of  property,  the 
amount  to  be  derived  from  taxes,  owing 
to  the  operation  of  the  Juul  law,  is  ap- 
proximately $35,000'  less  than  the  amount 
realized  for  the  year  1910.  Having 
planned  an  expansion  of  work  based  on 
the  proceeds  of  the  year  just  closed,  and 
having  naturally  assumed  that  a  legiti- 
mate growth  could  be  cared  for  during 
the  ensuing  year,  the  Board  finds  itself 
confronted  instead  with  the  necessity  for 
rigorous  retrenchment  in  various  direc- 
tions without  hope  of  meeting  increasing 
and  reasonable  demands  for  added  facili- 
ties in  sections  of  the  city  hitherto  unpro- 
vided. The  new  building  in  Englewood 
is  nearing  completion  and  provision  must 
be  made  for  its  maintenance  and  equip- 
ment. The  occupancy  of  new  quarters 
provided  in  Stanton  Park  must  «be  ar- 
ranged for  if  good  faith  is  to  be  pre- 
served. Other  plans,  to  the  carrying  out 
of  which  the  Board  is  partly  committed, 
must  necessarily  be  deferred. 

Having  in  mind  the  situation  which  un- 
expectedly confronts  the  Board,  the  sev- 
eral committees  have  considered  earnestly 
ways  and  means  for  curtailing  expendi- 
tures in  every  way  possible  without  dis- 
arranging and  irretrievably  injuring  the 
work  in  the  entire  library  system.  The 
apportionment  of  funds  herewith  submit- 
ted for  approval  is  based  on  their  recom- 
mendations.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — In  view  of  the  reduced 
income  available  for  library  purposes, 
your  Committee  on  Branches  regret  the 
consequent  inability  to  put  into  effect 
plans  which  they  had  expected  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  covering  the  ensuing 
twelve  months.  Some  of  the  proposed 
extensions  were  incorporated  in  a  report 
submitted  some  months  ago  and  develop- 


ments since  would  have  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board  other  quarters  in  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  city. 

Having  in  view  the  emergency  which 
faces  the  Board,  your  Committee  have 
given  special  thought  to  such  retrench- 
ments as  might  be  effected  without  seri- 
ously impairing  the  larger  work  now  un- 
der way.  There  remain,  as  part  of  the 
system,  three  reading  rooms  in  rented 
store  buildings,  the  outlay  for  the  main- 
tenance of  which  is  out  of  proportion  to 
the  results  accomplished.  Were  it  possi- 
ble to  replace  them  with  branches  for  cir- 
culating collections  the  desirability  of 
their  continuance  would  be  unquestioned. 
As  the  funds  are  not  procurable  for  this 
purpose,  your  Committee  deem  it  the 
wiser  plan  to  discontinue  these  reading 
rooms,  replacing  them  for  the  time  being 
with  delivery  stations  and  utilizing  the 
funds  thus  released  for  more  urgent  needs. 
Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  leases  for  stores  at 
the  following  locations  now  used  as  read- 
ing rooms  be  not  renewed  upon  their  ter- 
mination in  May  next:  651  North  ave- 
nue; 1560  Milwaukee  avenue;  3230 
North  Clark  street.  That  the  furniture 
and  equipment  at  present  located  in  the 
North  avenue  reading  room  be  transferred 
to  the  branch  being  erected  at  Stanton 
Park,  and  that  arrangements  be  made  for 
supplying  delivery  stations  in  lieu  of  the 
reading  rooms  now  maintained  on  North 
Clark  street  and  on  Milwaukee  avenue. 

Resolved,  That  the  custodians  in  charge 
of  the  three  reading  rooms  enumerated 
above  be  transferred  to  the  main  building 
for  such  service  as  the  Librarian  may  as- 
sign, and  that  from  and  after  such  trans- 
fer the  salaries  of  the  said  custodians  be 
fixed  at  the  maximum  rate  specified  for 
class  2,  grade  B,  $50.00  per  month. 

Resolved,  that  the  sum  of  $35.00  each 
per  month  be  allowed  for  conducting  of 
delivery  stations  in  place  of  the  Milwau- 
kee avenue  and  North  Clark  street  estab- 
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lishments,  such  sum  to  include  rental  and 
custody. 

It  is  estimated  that  on  an  annual  basis 
about  $5,000  can  be  saved  by  the  change 
of  arrangements  proposed  above. 

Your  Committee  regret  greatly  the  ina- 
bility of  the  Board  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  branches  during  the  year,  espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  large  work  which  has 
been  accomplished  in  those  which  have 
been  opened  during  the  last  six  months. 
The  tremendous  use  made  of  their  facili- 
ties has  more  than  justified  the  action  of 
the  Board  in  distributing  the  small  collec- 
tions of  books  which  they  contain  to  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  city,  remote  from  the 
main  building.  The  gain  in  circulation 
amounting  to  about  33%  for  the  past 
year  is  attributable  in  large  measure  to 
these  branches. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  mini- 
mum number  of  persons  required  for  the 
operation  of  each  branch  is  three.  In  or- 
der that  the  greatest  effectiveness  may  be 
secured  in  the  administration  of  these 
branches  your  Committee  have  formulated 
the  following  plan  of  organization  for  the 
group  of  smaller  branches  : 

Minimum  staff — one  librarian,  one  as- 
sistant, or  page. 

Additional  assistant,  if  the  circulation 
exceeds  30,000  per  annum,  or  if  the 
branch  is  open  forenoons  as  well  as  after- 
noons and  evenings,  or  in  the  event  that 
special  circumstances  warrant  such  addi- 
tional assistant.

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  figures  to 
the  Finance  Committee  for  use  in  framing 
the  annual  budget,  your  Committee  on 
Administration  have  made  no  provision 
for  expansion  of  the  service  beyond  meet- 
ing needs  already  authorized  by  the  Board, 
and  the  filling  Of  vacancies  which  exist  in 
some  of  the  branches.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary in  adjusting  the  service  during  the 
summer  period  and  vacations  to  conform 
to  the  general  requirement  that  the  regu- 
lar staff  shall  assume  the  duties  of  ab- 
sentees, except  in  cases  where  it  is  abso- 
lutely impossible  to  arrange  the  schedule 
therefor.  The  Committee  has  included  in 
the  sum  total  of  $205,000  for  salaries  an 
emergency  Hem  of  $600  to  cover  such  spe- 
cial service  as  may  be  required  during  the 
summer  period.  It  will  be  noted  that  this 
is  considerably  less  than  the  amount  ordi- 
narily expended  for  the  purpose.  The 
pay-roll  estimate,  on  the  basis  of  a  com- 
plete staff,  makes  provision  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  according  to  the  schedule 
adopted  by  the  Board,  and  will  render 


impossible  promotional  appointments  fol- 
lowing examinations  which  your  Commit- 
tee had  hoped  in  certain  departments  to 
bring  about  during  this  year.  This  divis- 
ion of  employes  included  in  the  pay-roll 
estimate  is  as  follows,  including  the  heads 
of  departments: 

Librarian's  office,  3  ;  Secretary's  office, 
4;  Order  department,  6;  Catalogue  de- 
partment, 10;  Registry  department,  10;

books : 

CHICAGO,  February  14.  1911. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
The  Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Something  over  a  year 
a.go,  the  by-laws  of  the  Board  were  re- 
vised, but  were  not  printed  in  pamphlet 
form  in  order  that  the  new  provisions 
might  be  tested  fully  before  embodying 
them  in  permanent  form.  In  the  mean- 
time, a  number  of  additional  amendments 
have  been  adopted,  and  others  have  been 
proposed.  Your  Committee,  with  a  view 
to  the  early  printing  of  the  by-laws  in 
suitable  form,  have  again  gone  over  the 
several  provisions  and,  basing  their  con- 
clusions on  the  experience  of  the  past 
year,  submit  the  amendments  which  are 
subjoined.  Some  of  these,  while  minor 
in  character,  are  required  to  secure  con- 
formity with  the  state  library  law. 

Amend  Art.  I  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  ^ 

"The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
for  the  election  of  a  president  and  a  vice- 
president  shall  be  held  as  soon  as  is  prac- 
ticable after  the  first  day  of  July,  and 
after  the  new  Directors  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  have  qualified." 

Amend  the  first  paragraph  of  Art.  II 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  of.  each 
month,  at  five  o'clock  p.  m.,  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  and  at  all  meetings  five 
directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
Board.  The  order  of  business  at  regular 
meetings  shall  be  as  follows  :" 

Amend  the  final  sentence  of  paragraph 
I,  Art.  VIII,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
"All  moneys,  securities  and  other  evi- 
dences of  value  received  from  bequests  or 
donations,  and  all  moneys,  securities  and 
other  evidences  of  values  derived  from 
the  investment  of  such  funds  shall  be  de- 
posited in  a  bank,  or  banks,  to  be  desig- 
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nated  by  the  Library  Board  in  the  name 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library." 

Amend  the  first  sentence  of  the  fourth 
paragraph,  Art.  VIII,  so  as  to  read 
as  follows:  "He  shall  make  to  the 
Board  quarterly,  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing, a  statement  of  all  moneys  received 
and  disbursed  by  him  in  the  preceding 
three  months,  and  once  each  quarter  he 
shall  also  report  the  condition  of  the  Li- 
brary fund,  appending  thereto  a  certificate 
as  to  the  correctness  of  all  his  books  of 
account  for  said  quarter." 

Amend  Articles X,  XI,  XII,  XIII, XIV, 
XV,  by  eliminating  the  following  sen- 
tence from  each  of  said  Articles:  "It 
shall  make  a  summary  report  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  regular 
meeting  in  May." 

Amend  Art.  V  by  adding  thereto  a 
new  paragraph  to  read  as  follows:  "Com- 
mittees shall  furnish  to  the  President  at 
his  request  such  data  as  he  may  require 
for  his  annual  report." 

Amend  Art.  XXV  by  striking  out  the 
wording  as  it  appears  therein  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "When 
a  book  shall  have  been  detained  beyond 
the  prescribed  time,  such  fines  shall  be 
charged  borrowers  as  the  Board  may  de- 
termine by  schedule,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Library." 

Amend  the  second  paragraph  of  Art. 
XXI,  so  that  the  same  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows; "All  persons  who  have  been  em- 
ployed in  the  Library  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  si*  months  preceding  May  i  shall  be 
entitled  to  vacations  with  pay  at  the  rate 
of  eighteen  working  days  for  the  full  year, 
provided  that  absence  on  account  of  ill- 
ness for  a  maximum  period  of  nine  days 
during  any  part  of  the  year  preceding  the 
vacation  period  shall  be  deducted  from 
the  time  allowed  for  vacations,  and  for  all 
absence  in  excess  of  nine  days,  full  pay 
shall  be  deducted  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  Board." 

"Saturday  half  holidays,  or  equivalent 
time  off,  shall  be  allowed  from  May  ist 
to  October  ist,  and  during  the  remainder 


of  the  year  one- half  day  off  every  month 
shall  be  allowed  in  such  departments  as 
the  Librarian  may  designate,  to  include  as 
to  both  periods,  employe's  who  have  not 
been  tardy  to  exceed  once  during  any 
week  of  the  period  for  which  the  half  holi- 
day is  allowed." 

Supplementing  the  by-laws,  and  based 
upon  the  provisions  contained  therein, 
your  Committee  furthef  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  regulations  gov- 
erning the  issuance  of  books  for  home  use  : 

"Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks, 
and  may  be  once  renewed  for  the  same 
period.  No  book  shall  be  re-issued  to 
the  same  person  until  it  has  been  on  the 
shelf  twenty-four  hours." 

"Books  of  recent  purchase,  labeled 
'Seven-day  book,'  shall  not  be  renewed 
or  transferred. 

"Books  drawn  upon  vacation  cards,  or 
other  special  privilege  cards,  may  be  re- 
tained for  such  periods  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Librarian,  shall  best  carry  out 
the  purpose  for  which  special  cards  are 
issued,  without  impairing  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  library  users  not  holding  spe- 
cial cards." 

For  detention  of  books  beyond  the 
period  prescribed  by  the  Board,  or  the  Li- 
brarian, fines  shall  be  charged  as  follows  : 

"Except  as  hereinafter  provided  for 
books  drawn  on  juvenile  and  on  vacation 
cards,  for  any  work  whether  bound  in  one 
or  more  volumes,  three  cents  per  day, 
plus  postage  expended  in  sending  notice 
or  notices  to  the  borrower  and  the  guar- 
antor." 

"For  books  drawn  on  juvenile  cards, 
one  cent  per  day,  during  such  period  of 
detention,  plus  postage  expended  in  send- 
ing notices  to  the  borrowers  and  the  guar- 
antors." 

"For  books  drawn  on  vacation  cards, 
one  cent  per  day  for  each  volume  over- 
due, plus  postage  expended  in  sending 
notice  or  notices  to  the  borrower  and  the 
guarantor." 

'  'When  a  book  shall  have  been  detained 
beyond  the  prescribed  time,  and  it  be- 
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comes  necessary  to  send  a  messenger  to 
the  borrower  to  secure  its  return,  an  addi- 
tional fine  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be 
charged.  The  maximum  fine  which  may 
be  charged,  inclusive  of  postage  and  ex- 
clusive of  messenger  fee,  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  cents."

In  the  first  clause  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  second  paragraph  of 
Article  XXI,  in  the  ninth  line  thereof 
after  the  word  "period"  strike  out  the 
word  "shall",  and  in  place  thereof  insert 
the  word  "may". 
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2d.  Substitute  for  the  second  clause 
of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  second 
paragraph  of  Article  XXI  the  following, 
viz.,  Saturday  half-holidays  or  equivalent 
time  off  shall  be  allowed  from  May  ist  to 
October  ist,  and  during  the  remainder  of 
the  year  one-half  day  in  every  month 
shall  be  allowed  in  such  departments  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Librarian  to 
include  as  to  both  periods  such  employes 
only  who  have  not  more  than  once  during 
any  week  of  the  period  during  which  said 
holiday  is  allowed  been  chargeable  with 
tardiness  unexcused  by  the  Librarian  for 
cause  by  him  found  sufficient. 

The  substitutes  were  agreed  to.

The  by-laws  of  the  Board  as  amended 
and  now  in  force  are  as  follows : 

BY-LAWS 

OF 
THE   CHICAGO   PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

ARTICLE  I.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  for  the  election  of  a  presi- 
dent and  a  vice-president  shall  be  held  as 
soon  as  is  practicable  after  the  first  day  of 
July,  and  after  the  new  Directors  shall 
have  been  appointed  and  have  qualified. 

ART.  II.  Regular  meetings  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays 
of  each  month,  at  5  o'clock  p.  m.,  unless 
otherwise  ordered,  and  at  all  meetings 
five  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
the  Board.  The  order  of  business  at  regu- 
lar meetings  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Consideration  of  the  records  of  pre- 
vious meeting. 

2.  Communications. 


3.  Unfinished  Business. 

4.  Reports    from    Standing  Commit- 
tees. 

5.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

6.  Reports  of  Officers. 

7.  New  Business. 

ART.  III.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Secretary,  upon  the  written 
request  of  the  President  or  of  any  two 
Directors,  stating  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  a  notice  thereof  of  not  less  than 
two  days  shall  be  given  to  each  Director, 
in  which  shall  be  stated  the  object  of  the 
meeting.  No  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  such  meeting  except  such  as  is  stated 
in  the  notice. 

ART.  IV.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a 
Vice- President  and  a  Secretary.  The  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President  shall  hold  their 
offices  respectively  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

ART.  V.  There  shall  be  seven  Stand- 
ing Committees,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  namely:  A  Committee  on  Li- 
brary; on  Administration;  on  Branches; 
on  Delivery  Stations;  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds;  on  Finance;  and  on  By- Laws; 
each  of  said  Committees  to  consist  of  three 
Directors;  provided,  that  the  President 
may  add  one  or  more  members  to  any 
Committee  to  serve  temporarily  in  place 
of  any  committee  member  unable  to  act 
on  account  of  sickness,  absence  or  other 
cause.  Special  Committees  may  be  ap- 
pointed from  time  to  time  when  ordered 
by  the  Board. 

Committees  shall  furnish  to  the  Presi- 
dent, at  his  request,  such  data  as  he  may 
require  for  his  annual  report. 

ART.  VI.  The  President  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  each  of  the  Commit- 
tees, without  power  to  vote.  It  shall  be 
his  duty  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  ;  to  sign  all  vouchers  certified  to  be 
correct  by  the  Secretary  and  approved  by 
the  Board,  upon  which  warrants  shall  be 
drawn  on  the  City  Treasury  on  account  of

the  Library  Fund ;  to  appoint  the  Stand- 
ing Committees  for  the  year;  to  prepare, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  the 
annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
required  by  the  seventh  section  of  the 
4<Free  Public  Library"  Act. 

ART.  VII.  In  the  absence  or  inability 
of  the  President,  all  the  duties  of  that 
office,  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

ART.  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  to  keep  a  neat,  exact  and 
permanent  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  have  copies 
thereof  printed  for  the  use  and  informa- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  of 
the  officers  of  the  Library.  He  shall, 
also,  keep  a  record,  when  required  to  do 
so,  of  the  transactions  of  the  Committees 
of  the  Board,  and  send  notices  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  to  the  Directors, 
and  of  the  Committees  to  the  members 
thereof.  The  Secretary  shall,  also,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, be  the  financial  officer  of  the  Li- 
brary, and  keep  its  accounts  and  receive 
and  safely  deposit  and  account  for  all 
moneys  which  may  come  into  his  custody 
from  bequests,  legacies,  donations,  fines, 
security  deposits,  sale  of  finding  lists, 
books  lost  and  paid  for.  and  all  other 
moneys  which,  under  the  rules  and  prac- 
tice of  the  Library,  may  be  placed  in  his 
custody  as  Secretary.  All  moneys,  securi- 
ties, and  other  evidences  of  values  received 
from  bequests  or  donations,  and  all 
moneys,  securities  and  other  evidences  of 
values  derived  from  the  investment  of  such 
funds  shall  be  deposited  in  a  bank,  or 
banks,  to  be  designated  by  the  Library 
Board,  in  the  name  of  "The  Chicago 
Public  Library." 

The  investment  of  bequeathed  or  do- 
nated funds  shall  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  subject,  however,  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  in  the  case  of 
each  investment. 

All  warrants  against  funds  deposited 
to  the  credit  of  The  Chicago  Public  Li- 


brary received  from  bequests  or  dona- 
tions, or  against  interest  thereon  or  reve- 
nue therefrom,  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Library  Board, 
and  shall  be  countersigned,  after  being 
drawn,  by  the '  hand  of  the  President  of 
the  Public  Library  Board.  But  such  war- 
rants shall  first  be  ordered  paid  in  the 
usual  course  by  the  Library  Board.  No 
warrant  for  a  greater  sum  than  five 
thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  shall  be  drawn 
unless  it  shall,  in  addition  to  the  signa- 
tures of  the  Secretary  and  President,  be 
also  countersigned  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Board,  and 
no  warrant  for  a  sum  greater  than  five 
thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  shall  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  without  being  accom- 
panied by  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution 
of  the  Public  Library  Board  ordering  its 
payment. 

He  shall  make  to  the  Board  quarterly, 
at  a  regular  meeting,  a  statement  of  all 
moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him 
in  the  preceding  three  months,  and  once 
each  quarter  he  shall  also  report  the  con- 
dition of  the  Library  Fund,  appending 
thereto  a  certificate  as  to  the  correctness 
of  all  his  books  of  account  for  said  quar- 
ter. And  he  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Board  may  direct,  and  give 
such  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  as  the  Board  may  order. 

ART.  IX.  A  Librarian  and  First  As- 
sistant Librarian  shall  be  secured  by  the 
Board  according  to  law.  The  Librarian 
shall,  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  have  charge  of  the  rooms  and 
working  force  of  the  Library,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  care  and  safety  of  the 
books  and  other  public  property  contained 
therein,  and  for  the  preservation  of  order 
in  the  rooms.  He  shall  prepare,  for  the 
approval  of  the  Committee  on  Library, 
lists  of  books  to  be  purchased ;  and  shall 
have  executive  superintendence  of  all  mat- 
ters under  the  supervision  of  the  several 
Standing  Committees.  He  shall  report  to 
the  Committee  on  Library,  monthly,  upon 
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circulation  of  the  books  for  the  preceding 
month,  and  shall  also  make  an  annual  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  June. 

The  First  Assistant  Librarian  shall 
have  charge  of  such  administrative  and 
other  duties  as  the  Librarian  may  desig- 
nate from  time  to  time.  In  the  absence 
of  the  Librarian  he  shall  attend  to  such 
details  of  administration  as  apply  to  the 
routine  of  the  Library. 

ART  .  X.  The  Committee  on  Library 
shall  have  control  and  supervision  of  all 
matters  relating  to  the  selection,  purchase, 
exchange  and  binding  of  books  and  peri- 
odicals; the  sale  and  exchange  of  dupli- 
cates, and  of  old  magazines  and  papers 
not  kept  for  filing  and  binding ;  the  ar- 
rangement for  the  circulation  of  books 
and  periodicals,  and  the  needful  examina- 
tion of  the  Library;  the  arrangement, 
printing,  sale  and  disposition  of  cata- 
logues and  finding  lists ;  the  statistics  of 
circulation ;  and  all  matters  relating  to 
the  stamps,  plates,  labels  and  printed 
forms  in  use  in  the  Library.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  examine  as 
often  as  practicable  the  books  in  the  Li- 
brary, and  to  exclude  from  circulation, 
and,  if  deemed  expedient,  from  the  Li- 
brary also,  any  and  all  books  prejudicial 
to  good  morals,  if  any  such  shall  be  found 
in  the  Library.  No  purchase  of  books 
or  periodicals  exceeding  a  total  cost  of 
one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  made  except 
by  authority  of  the  Board. 

ART.  XI.  The  Committee  on  Admin- 
istration shall  have  supervision  of  matters 
relating  to  the  appointment,  control, 're- 
muneration and  hours  of  service  of  the 
employe's  of  the  Library. 

ART.  XII.  The  Committee  on  Branches 
shall  have  supervision  of  the  location, 
equipment  and  management  of  the 
Branches  and  Branch  Reading  Rooms, 
and  also  the  supervision  of  all  lectures, 
story-hours  and  other  accessory  educa- 
tional agencies  at  the  Branches  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 


ART.  XIII.  The  Committee  on  De- 
livery Stations  shall  have  supervision  and 
care  of  the  Delivery  Stations  established 
by  the  Board  and  of  all  matters  pertaining 
thereto. 

ART.  XIV.  The  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  shall  have  supervision 
of  the  maintenance,  alteration,  repair, 
furnishing,  heating  and  lighting  of  the 
Library,  Branch  Library  Buildings,  and 
the  Branch  Reading  Rooms,  including 
the  leasing  of  said  rooms,  and  of  insur- 
ance. 

ART.  XV.  The  Committee  on  Finance 
shall  have  supervision  of  the  accounts,  the 
revenues  arising  from  the  Library  Fund 
and  from  other  sources,  and  the  care, 
custody  and  investment  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived by  the  Library  through  bequests, 
legacies  or  donations. 

ART.  XVI.  The  Committee  on  By- 
Laws  shall  consider  and  report  upon  all 
propositions  for  the  amendment,  repeal, 
and  revision  of  any  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Library,  and  upon  all  legal  questions 
arising  in  the  Board. 

ART.  XVII.  At  any  meeting  the  ayes 
and  noes  shall  be  called  upon  any  ques- 
tion before  the  Board,  at  the  request  of 
one  Director. 

ART.  XVIII.  All  proposed  expendi- 
tures of  money,  except  current  and  inci- 
dental expenses,  shall,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board,  be  referred  to  or 
reported  upon  by  the  proper  Committee, 
and  no  appropriation  shall  be  made,  or 
indebtedness  incurred,  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars,  without  the 
concurring  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  Di- 
rectors. 

ART.  XIX.  Under  the  Civil  Service 
Act,  in  effect  August  26,  1895,  all  appli- 
cants for  positions  of  any  kind  in  the  Li- 
brary are  required  to  pass  a  Civil  Service 
examination.  No  application,  therefore, 
will  be  considered  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors until  after  the  applicant  has 
passed  such  examination,  and  then  only 
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in  the  order  in  which  his  or  her  name  ap- 
pears on  the  "Register  of  Eligibles." 

ART.  XX.  The  salaries  of  the  em- 
ployed shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  a 
classification  of  service  and  schedule 
adopted  by  the  Board,  and  promotions 
may  be  made  for  efficiency,  faithfulness, 
length  of  service,  or  other  sufficient 
cause,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission.  The  employ- 
ment, compensation  and  discharge  of 
employes  of  the  Library  Board  shall  be 
considered  only  in  executive  session. 

All  communications  by  employes  of  the 
Library  addressed  to  the  Board  shall  be 
transmitted  through  the  Librarian,  or  in 
his  absence  through  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board,  unless  such  communications  con- 
cern such  officers ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  officer  to  present  such  com- 
munications at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board,  with  his  opinion  thereon  accom- 
panying the  same. 

ART.  XXI.  The  term  of  service  of  al^ 
employes  of  the  Library  shall  be  depend- 
ent upon  good  conduct  and  efficiency  and 
the  requirements  of  the  service.  They 
shall  be  subject  to  suspension  from  em- 
ployment by  the  Committee  on  Adminis- 
tration, or  Librarian,  with  loss  of  salary 
during  such  suspension,  on  account  of 
absence  without  leave,  want  of  attention 
to  business,  unreasonable  waste  of  time, 
want  of  courtesy  toward  the  public,  or 
improper  behavior  of  any  kind.  When  a 
suspension  shall  have  been  ordered  by  the 
Committee,  such  suspension, with  reasons 
therefor,  shall  be  reported  by  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  Board  at  its  next  regular 
meeting.  When  the  Librarian  shall  have 
suspended  an  employe,  he  shall  report  the 
fact  to  the  Committee  on  Administration 
for  its  approval  or  disapproval,  and  the 
reasons  for  such  approval  or  disapproval 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  thereof.  Any  employ e  who 
shall  be  suspended,  shall,  upon  such  sus- 
pension, be  subject  to  dismissal  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  but  shall  be  given  an 


opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  de- 
fense before  the  Board,  as  well  as  before 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  in  the  man- 
ner set  forth  in  Section  1 2  of  the  Civil 
Service  Act,  before  such  dismissal  shall 
take  effect. 

All  persons  who  have  been  employed 
in  the  Library  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  months  preceding  May  i  shall  be 
entitled  to  vacations  with  pay  at  the  rate 
of  eighteen  working  days  for  the  full  year, 
provided  that  absence  on  account  of  ill- 
ness for  a  maximum  period  of  nine  days 
during  any  part  of  the  year  preceding  the 
vacation  period  may  be  deducted  from 
the  time  allowed  for  vacations,  and  for  all 
absence  in  excess  of  nine  days,  full  pay 
shall  be  deducted  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  Board. 

Saturday  half-holidays,  or  equivalent 
time  off,  shall  be  allowed  from  May  ist 
to  October  ist,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year  one- half  day  in  every  month 
shall  be  allowed  in  such  departments  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Librarian,  to 
include  as  to  both  periods  such  employe's 
only  who  have  not  more  than  once  dur- 
ing any  week  of  the  period  during  which 
said  holiday  is  allowed  been  chargeable 
with  tardiness  unexcused  by  the  Librarian 
for  cause  by  him  found  sufficient. 

The  Library  shall  be  open  on  all  secular . 
days  excepting  New  Year's  day,  Lin- 
coln's Birthday,  Washington's  Birthday, 
Decoration  Day,  Fourth  of  July,  Labor 
Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christmas 
Day.  A  record  of  the  attendance  of  each 
employe  shall  be  kept  and  no  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  absence  from  duty,  ex- 
cept as  above  provided,  unless  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  Board. 

ART.  XXII.  Any  person  of  good  de- 
portment and  habits  may  use  the  Read- 
ing and  Reference  Rooms.  No  person 
who  is  intoxicated  or  is  unclean  in  person 
or  dress  shall  be  admitted  to,  or  allowed 
to  remain  in  these  rooms.  No  person 
shall  be  allowed  to  converse,  smoke,  par- 
take of  refreshments,  lounge  or  sleep,  in 
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such  rooms,  or  use  them  for  any  purpose 
for  which  they  are  not  intended. 

ART.  XXIII.  Any  resident  of  Chi- 
cago may  draw  books  from  the  Library 
by  registering  his  or  her  name  and  com- 
plying with  such  conditions  as  the  Board 
may  prescribe  from  time  to  time. 

ART.  XXIV.  The  Board  of  Directors 
may,  for  special  reasons,  admit  to  the 
use  of  the  Library  persons  not  actual 
residents  of  Chicago.  All  the  privileges 
of  the  Library  given  to  Directors  shall  be 
extended  to  ex- Directors. 

ART.  XXV.  When  a  book  shall  have 
been  detained  beyond  the  prescribed  time, 
such  fines  shall  be  charged  borrowers  as 
the  Board  may  determine  by  schedule, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  Library. 

ART.  XXVI.  .Writing  or  marking  in 
books  is  prohibited;  and  all  injuries  to 
books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  shall  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Librarian. 

ART.  XXVII.  Delinquents  will  be 
notified  through  the  mails  on  the  sixth 
day  after  their  delinquency  has  occurred  ; 
and  one  week  thereafter,  if  the  book  be 
not  returned,  the  guarantor  shall  be  no- 
tified. If  the  book  be  not  returned  within 
one  month  after  serving  the  first  notice, 
the  Librarian  may  proceed  to  collect, 
through  the  Law  Department  of  the  city, 
the  value  of  the  book,  with  accrued  fines 


and  other  charges  to  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment. 

ART.  XXVIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  persons  having  the  privileges  of  the 
Library,  to  notify  the  Librarian  of  the  ex- 
istence of  any  contagious  diseases  in  their 
residences  or  families,  and  for  failure  to 
do  so  their  privileges  may  be  declared  for- 
feited by  the  Board. 

ART.  XXIX.  Any  person  abusing  the 
privileges  of  the  Library,  or  violating 
these  regulations,  shall  be  temporarily 
suspended  from  the  use  of  the  Library  by 
the  Librarian,  and  the  case  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Committee  on  Administra- 
tion for  proper  action  thereon;  and  such 
person  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  forfeit  his  or  her  Library 
privileges. 

ART.  XXX.  These  By-laws  may  be 
altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Directors,  but  no  such  action 
shall  be  taken  except  at  a  regular  meeting 
subsequent  to  the  regular  meeting  at 
which  such  action  was  proposed.

1.  Granting  the  use  of  the  Library  to 
the  teachers  of  the  Lyons  Township  High 
School,    upon  conforming   to   the   usual 
conditions  for  the  issuance  of  cards.

Plans  are  under  way  for  a  Child  Wel- 
fare Exhibit  to  be  held  at  the  Coliseum 
May  1 1  to  26.  An  invitation  has  been 
extended  to  the  Chicago  Public  Library  to 
participate.  The  entire  New  York  ex- 
hibit, which  required  an  outlay  of  $80,000 
and  eight  months  of  labor  to  organize, 
will  be  brought  to  Chicago  and  will  be 
supplemented  by  such  local  exhibits  as 
pertain  to  the  same  interests.

During  the  nine  months  prior  to  Janu- 
ary i,  60,785  books  were  relabeled  and 
remarked  in  the  stacks  by  assignment  of 
desk  assistants.  During  the  first  three 
months  of  this  year  the  books  thus  cared 
for  numbered  14,610.  It  is  apparent 
that  the  relabeling  of  books  according  to 
the  present  methods  involves  a  constant 
renewal,  which  not  only  takes  up  the 
time  of  the  library  assistants  that  could 
be  better  given  elsewhere,  but  also  causes 
books  to  remain  out  of  commission  for 
more  or  less  protracted  periods.  Your 
Committee  have  obtained  figures,  from 
the  contractors  who  rebind  the  library 
books,  for  stamping  the  call  numbers  on 
the  backs  of  all  books  sent  to  be  rebound. 
We  recommend  that  John  Seybold  and 
Geo.  E.  Koehler  be  given  an  allowance 
of  one  cent  and  a  half  per  book  for 
adding  the  call  number  on  the  backs  of 
books  which  are  rebound.

Gentlemen:  —  Herewith  your  Commit- 
tee on  Adminstration  report  a  complete 
list  of  employes  in  the  service  of  the  Li- 
brary, with  salaries  recommended  for  the 
ensuing  year.  These  salaries  are  based 
on  the  classification,  with  accompanying 
schedule,  adopted  a  year  ago,  subject  to 
the  further  modification  subsequently 
added,  limiting  automatic  annual  in- 
creases to  those  whose  average  efficiency 
is  rated  at  not  less  than  80.  In  going 
over  the  several  departmental  lists,  your 
Committee  have  noted  that  a  number  of 
employe's  in  three  divisions  are  perform- 
ing clerical  work  involving  no  technical 
library  knowledge  and  requiring  no  expe- 
rience or  training  peculiar  to  library  ser- 
vice. We  recommend  that  the  attention 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be  called 
to  this  fact,  as  possibly  requiring  a  re- 
classification  corresponding  to  the  general 
clerical  classification  applicable  fo  all  mu- 
nicipal departments.  The  divisions  re- 
ferred to  are  the  following :  Secretary's 
office,  Bindery  and  Registry  divisions. 

Your  Committee  have  included  the  en- 
gineers' force  without  change  from  that 
of  a  year  ago.  The  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission has  suggested  a  reclassification 
and  rerating,  and  this  is  now  under  con- 
sideration. 

At  this  time,  also,  your  Committee 
submit  a  modification  of  the  Library 
schedule  now  in  force,  chiefly  that  the 
terms  employed  may  correspond  to  those 
used  in  the  rest  of  the  municipal  service. 
The  pages  have  been  grouped  under 
Grade  I,  enabling  such  promotion  as  may 
be  warranted  by  efficiency,  instead  of  re- 
quiring an  intervening  examination.  The 
lowest  group  of  Grade  II  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  this  Grade,  and  corresponding 
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replacement  of  lowest  groups  has  been 
made  in  the  other  Grades.  In  Grade  IV 
the  highest  group  has  been  eliminated, 
thus  preserving  a  consistent  gradation 
from  top  to  bottom,  salaries  being  based 
on  relative  responsibilities  of  duties  and 
special  qualifications  required.  The  sched- 
ule is  as  follows :

COMMITTEE   ON    BRANCHES. 
In  the  absence  of  the   Chairman,  Di- 
rector Stern  presented   the    following  re- 
port of  the  Committee : 

CHICAGO,  April  10,  1911. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — Some  dissatisfaction  has 
been  expressed  by  residents  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  three  reading  rooms  which  are 
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about  to  be  discontinued,  their  remon- 
strances having  taken  the  form  of  formal 
communications  to  the  Board,  and  in 
some  instances  personal  calls  at  the  office 
of  the  Librarian.  We  have  ascertained 
that  the  dissatisfaction  rests  largely  upon 
misapprehension,  the  patrons  of  the  Li- 
brary having  assumed  that  no  means 
would  be  given  them  for  securing  books 
from  the  Library  except  by  coming  to  the 
central  building  after  them.  Upon  learn- 
ing that  a  number  of  stations  with  a  daily 
service  would  replace  the  reading  rooms, 
their  remonstrances  were  withdrawn,  al- 
though the  hope  was  expressed  that  at  no 
distant  date  it  would  be  possible  to  sup- 
ply in  the  localities  represented  by  them 
circulating  branches  corresponding  to 
those  in  other  sections  of  the  city.  This 
hope  the  members  of  your  Committee 
fully  share. 

An  evidence  of  the  interest  taken  in 
the  new  Hiram  Kelly  branch  building,  by 
the  people  of  the  community  which  it  will 
serve,  is  shown  by  the  petitions  which 
have  come  to  the  Board  asking  for  per- 
mission to  use  the  assembly  and  club 
rooms  provided  in  such  building.  Such 
use  of  the  rooms  is  entirely  in  accord 
with  the  policy  underlying  the  establish- 
ment of  branch  library  buildings  to  serve 
as  centers  of  community  interests.  Your 
Committee  recommend  that  the  following 
applications  be  granted : 

Boys'  Clubs  and  Girls'  Clubs  of  the 
Englewood  Juvenile  Protective  League, 
two  evenings  a  week. 

Central  Improvement  Association  of 
Englewood,  first  Thursday  evening  of 
each  month  during  the  summer,  and  first 
and  third  Thursday  of  each  month  dur- 
ing the  fall  and  winter. 

Woman's  City  Club,  Thirty-First  Ward 
Branch,  first  Wednesday  afternoon  of 
each  month. 

The  occupancy  of  the  assembly  hall 
and  club  rooms  is  conditioned  upon  the 
observance  of  such  regulations  as  may  be 
made  from  time  to  time. 


Your  Committee  recommend  that  the 
application  of  John  T.  Reed  and  Lillian 
French  Reed  for  the  use  of  the  audito- 
rium for  a  concert  be  placed  on  file  for  the 
reason  that  vocal  entertainment  would 
prove  an  interference  with  the  general 
work  of  the  Library.

REPORTS  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  Librarian  presented  the  following 
report  on  the  Child  Welfare  Exhibit  held 
at  the  Coliseum,  which  was  received  and 
ordered  published : 

CHICAGO,  June  12,  1911. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
The  Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  submit  a  state- 
ment concerning  the  Library's  participa- 
tion in  the  Child  Welfare  Exhibit,  held  at 
the  Coliseum  May  n  to  25.  This  state- 
ment has  been  prepared  by  Carl  B.  Ro- 
den,  Assistant  Librarian,  whose  good 
judgment  in  the  placing  of  exhibits  and 
guidance  in  the  administration  thereof, 
for  the  two  weeks  during  which  it  was  in 
progress,  contributed  largely  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Library  Section.  Credit  is  also 
due  to  Miss  Faith  E.  Smith,  Head  of  the 
Instructional  department;  Mr.  John  F. 
Phelan,  Chief  of  the  Branch  division; 
Miss  Carrie  I.  Elliott,  Chief  of  the  Ref- 
erence division;  Mr.  Charles  A.  Larson, 
Chief  of  the  Publications  division;  Miss 
Pearl  I.  Field  and  Miss  Renee  B.  Stern  in 
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charge  of  deposit  collections,  and  to  many 
of  the  branch  librarians  and  their  assist- 
ants, as  well  as  many  members  of  the 
staff  at  the  Main  Library,  whose  volun- 
teer services  rendered  effective  the  model 
children's  library  forming  part  of  the  ex- 
hibit, and  gave  to  the  thousands  of  visit- 
ors who  crowded  into  the  section  at  all 
hours  of  the  day,  the  necessary  explana- 
tory data  concerning  the  library  work  of 
Chicago.

The  Chicago  Child  Welfare  Exhibit 
was  held  at  the  Coliseum  during  the  two 
weeks  from  May  nth  to  25th  incl.,  and 
was  visited  by  a  total  of  nearly  500,000 
persons  during  that  period.  The  Exhibit 
was  intended  to  show  every  sort  of  agency 
and  activity  concerned,  either  wholly  or  in 
part,  with  the  well-being,  physical,  moral 
and  intellectual,  of  the  child.  All  of  these 
activities,  as  they  exist,  in  Chicago,  were 
represented  by  exhibits  in  spaces  set  apart 
for  them,  said  exhibits  consisting  largely 
of  photographs  and  placards,  supple- 
mented by  other  objects  calculated  to 
demonstrate  particular  needs  or  the  re- 
sults of  particular  lines  of  work,  and  sup- 
plemented further,  in  some  cases,  by 
groups  of  children  who  illustrated  meth- 
ods employed  by  means  of  drills,  dances 
or  other  exhibitions.  Considerable  stress 
was  laid  by  the  Administrative  Commit- 
tee, as  well  as  by  the  exhibitors  them- 
selves, upon  the  wisdom  of  showing  the 
needs  and  deficiencies  of  Chicago  in  this 
field  as  well  as  putting  forward  the  work 
already  done  and  the  methods  and  results 
worth  showing. 

The  Chicago  Public  Library  exhibit 
came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Museums  and  Libraries,  of 
which  N.  H.  Carpenter  of  the  Art  Insti- 
tute was  chairman  and  Henry  E.  Legler 
vice-chairman.  By  agreement,  the  other 
public  libraries  of  Chicago  refrained  from 
availing  themselves  of  the  invitations  to 
join  in  the  exhibit,  and  left  all  of  the 


space  assigned  to  library  displays  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library. 
This  space,  comprising  a  floor  area  of 
24 x  22  l/2  feet  was  therefore  filled  up  as 
follows: 

Thirty-five  photographs,  10x12  inches, 
showing  work  with  children  in  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  and  its  branches,  to- 
gether with  suitable  labels,  signs  and  pla- 
cards, were  mounted  on  ten  screens  4x8 
feet  in  size,  and  formed  a  part  of  the  par- 
tition walls  of  the  booth.  The  rear  of 
the  space  was  fitted  up  as  a  typical  chil- 
dren's room.  Suitable  furniture,  i.  e., 
bookcases,  children's  tables  and  chairs,  a 
librarian's  desk  and  chair,  display  boards, 
etc.,  were  installed  as  a  loan  by  the  Li- 
brary Bureau,  to  whose  generous  co-op- 
eration and  liberality  much  of  the  attract- 
iveness of  the  exhibit  is  due.  About  800 
children's  books  were  transferred  from 
the  branch  department  and  arranged  on 
shelves.  Three  handsome  pictures,  loaned 
by  Marshall  Field  &  Company,  served  to 
decorate  the  walls,  supplemented  by  a 
number  of  attractive  friezes  and  picture 
bulletins  made  by  members  of  the  staff. 
The  room  was  in  charge  of  library  em- 
ployed during  the  entire  exhibition  period, 
from  10  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  daily,  a  sched- 
ule of  working  hours  being  arranged  by 
which  from  two  to  five  persons  were  as- 
signed to  this  duty  each  day.  It  was 
thrown  open  to  visitors,  and  in  all  re- 
spects was  conducted  like  any  other 
branch  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library.  It 
immediately  became  the  center  of  inter- 
est for  the  children,  who  fairly  over- 
whelmed the  small  staff  and  made  super- 
vision and  discipline  difficult,  and  ojten 
impossible.  At  the  same  time,  the  great 
number  of  inquiries  and  expressions  of  in- 
terest from  adults,  to  many  of  whom  the 
spectacle  of  children  quietly  reading  in  a 
children's  library  seemed  a  revelation, 
convinced  those  in  charge  that  the  Library 
Exhibit  made  a  wide  and  deep  impres- 
sion, and  that  the  labor,  time  and  thought 
devoted  to  it  were  not  spent  in  vain.  It 
must  be  regarded  as  significant  of  the  atti- 
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tude  of  the  public,  both  juvenile  and 
adult,  that,  with  a  horde  of  people  con- 
stantly surging  in  and  out  for  fourteen 
days  of  twelve  hours  each,  but  sixteen 
books  remained  unaccounted  for  at  the 
close  of  the  exhibition,  while  the  damage 
through  wear  and  tear  does  not  exceed 
that  ordinarily  experienced  in  a  busy  chil- 
dren's library  anywhere. 

While  instructions  were  given  to  keep 
a  record  of  attendance,  this  soon  proved 
to  be  an  impossible  task  because  of  the 
great  numbers  of  children  who  thronged 
the  room  during  certain  hours  and  wan- 
dered in  and  out  incessantly.  From 
such  data  as  it  was  possible  to  gather 
it  appears  that  the  actual  attendance 
of  children  who  could  be  accommo- 
dated with  seats  and  books  to  read  varied 
from  six  to  twenty-five  in  the  morning 
hours  and  from  twenty-five  to  ninety  and 
upward  to  uncontrollable  mobs  during 
the  later  hours  of  the  day.  The  room 
itself  was  equipped  to  accommodate  a 
maximum  of  twenty  with  any  degree  of 
comfort.  The  rest  seated  themselves  on 
the  floor  or  in  any  available  corners, 
while  the  majority  were  content  to  stand 
up  if  only  they  might  be  allowed  to  re- 
main to  read  and  examine  the  books. 

Of  the  conferences  held  in  connection 
with  the  exhibit,  one,  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, May  16,  was  devoted  to  Library 
work.  This  Library  was  represented  by 
the  Assistant  Librarian,  who  gave  an  ad- 
dress on  library  extension  in  Chicago. 
He  was  also  called  upon  to  prepare,  on 
two  hours'  notice,  a  complete  statement 
of  the  work  and  the  needs  of  the  Library, 
to  be  printed  for  distribution  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  official  visit  of  city  and  state 
authorities.  (A  copy  of  this  statement  is 
appended  hereto.) 

Acknowledgment  should  be  made  of 
the  prompt  response  and  untiring  energy 
with  which  members  of  our  staff,  largely 
recruited  from  the  branch  service,  took 
up  the  additional  burdens  of  officiating 
in  the  Exhibit  booth.  Without  a  single 
question  or  complaint  these  young  women 


accepted  the  task,  frequently  beginning 
duty  at  ten  a.  m.  ;  at  other  times  remain- 
ing until  long  after  the  official  closing 
time ;  Sundays  and  weekdays,  through 
terrific  heat,  noise  and  confusion,  seem- 
ingly actuated  by  the  single  motive  of 
presenting  the  work  and  the  purposes  of 
the  Public  Library  in  the  most  attractive 
and  convincing  manner  possible.  No  one 
who  has  not  been  subjected  to  it  can 
conceive  of  the  terrific  strain  of  unceasing 
explanation,  demonstration,  dealing  with 
boisterous  hordes  of  children  or  with  in- 
sistent and  curious  adult  questioners. 

Record  should  also  be  made  of  the 
fact  that,  aside  from  the  time  consumed 
by  those  engaged  in  arranging  and  con- 
ducting the  exhibit,  no  expense  whatever 
was  incurred  by  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary on  account  thereof.  The  total  cost 
of  the  whole  exhibition  and  all  of  the 
separate  displays  was  borne  by  a  fund 
disbursed  by  the  central  Administrative 
Committee,  and  no  expense  of  any  sort 
fell  to  the  Library  excepting  those  inci- 
dent to  the  loss  of  books  mentioned 
above  and  the  repair  of  those  damaged. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  value  of  the 
advertising  and  of  the  impressions  created 
in  the  public  mind  by  this  small  segment 
of  a  working  children's  library  is  felt  by 
those  in  a  position  to  measure  it  to  be 
well-nigh  incalculable  and  hardly  to  be 
produced  by  any  other  single  enterprise 
that  could  be  undertaken. 

The  Librarian,  also,  presented  his  re- 
port for  the  month  of  May,  1911,  which 
was  received  and  ordered  published. 

Also,  a  communication  from  Chas.  I. 
Moulton,  assistant  engineer,  in  reference 
to  his  grading  and  classification,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration.

That  the  sum  of  $300  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  deposit  with 
the  Library  of  Congress  for  the  purchase 
of  cards  required  for  the  catalogues. 

Following  the  usual  procedure,  dealers 
were  invited  through  official  advertise- 
ment to  submit  bids  for  supplying  the 
Library  for  a  period  of  one  year  with 
books  issued  by  American  publishers,  and 
were  also  asked  for  separate  proposals 
for  supplying  for  a  like  period  books 
issued  by  British  publishers.  In  response 
to  the  first-mentioned  invitation,  the  only 
bid  received  was  that  of  A.  C.  McClurg  & 
Co.,  Chicago,  giving  the  same  discounts 
from  list  prices  as  those  obtained  last  year, 
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except  in  two  instances,  where  said  dis- 
counts are  lower  than  the  previous  year. 
For  furnishing  books  published  in  Great 
Britain,  bids  were  received  from  B.  F. 
Stevens  &  Brown,  of  London,  and  A.  C. 
McClurg  &  Co.,  of  Chicago.  As  a  part 
of  the  bid,  quotations  were  requested  on 
a  sample  list  of  twenty-five  volumes  for 
books  delivered  at  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary. On  the  total  of  this  list  the  quo- 
tation of  Stevens  &. Brown  was  $2.91  less 
than  the  quotation  of  McClurg  &  Co. 
The  rate  per  shilling  quoted  by.  Stevens  & 
Brown  on  "net"  books  is  24^  cents; 
McClurg's  is  26  cents.  The  rate  per 
shilling  on  "regular"  books  quoted  by 
Stevens  is  20  cents;  McClurg's,  22  cents. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  a 
contract  for  one  year  be  awarded,  in  ac- 
cordance with  terms  offered,  as  follows: 

Books  published  in  America,  A.  C. 
McClurg  &  Co. 

That  action  on  books  published  in 
Great  Britain  be  deferred. 

As  a  result  of  bids  for  binding  secured 
by  your  Committee,  the  Library  will  pay 
the  lowest  scale  of  prices  ever  obtained 
by  this  institution.  A  saving  estimated 
at  about  a  thousand  dollars  will  be  ef- 
fected. The  specifications  call  for  styles 
of  binding  having  the  maximum  of 
strength  and  flexibility,  with  a  fair  de- 
gree of  artistic  appearance.  Owing  to 
the  large  number  of  books  required  to 
be  rebound  annually,  none  of  the  bidders 
are  able  to  handle  all  of  the  work,  and 
for  that  reason  a  division  thereof  is  rec- 
ommended, giving  to  the  lowest  bidders 
such  portion  of  the  work  as  they  can 
promptly  care  for,  and  the  remainder  to 
the  others.  Your  Committee  recommend 
that  contracts  be  awarded  as  follows,  as 
per  terms  offered  in  each  case,  the  num- 
ber of  volumes  mentioned  in  each  case 
being  approximate  and  dependent  upon 
the  needs  of  the  Library :

for  Library  purposes,  the  two  rooms  known

Gentlemen: — For  the  International  Mu- 
nicipal Congress  and  Exposition,  to  be 
held  at  the  Coliseum  September  i8th  to 
3Oth,  the  Library  has  compiled  a  bibliog- 
raphy of  material  on  municipal  topics, 
with  special  reference  to  Chicago,  to  be 
found  in  the  principal  libraries  of  the  city. 
The  bibliography  comprises  about  a  thou- 
sand titles.  An  edition  of  2,500  copies 
will  cost  about  $300  for  printing,  and  the 
cost  will  be  borne  jointly  by  the  contribut- 
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ing  libraries.  As  regards  an  exhibit  on 
the  part  of  the  Library,  which  has  been 
invited  by  the  management  of  the  exposi- 
tion, your  Committee  have  not  sufficient 
data  at  this  time  as  to  space  allotted,  cost 
involved,  or  participation  by  other  li- 
braries, to  submit  a  detailed  recommenda- 
tion. Any  considerable  expenditure  in  the 
present  condition  of  our  finances  is  inad- 
visable.

Gentlemen: — By  arrangement  with  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  all  members  of 
the  training  class,  whose  work  will  beyih 
October  2,  are  eligible  to  appointment 
in  Grade  I.  of  the  Library  service.  In- 
stead of  requiring  applicants  to  qualify  by 
taking  an  examination  given  at  the  Li- 
brary with  civil  service  examination  upon 
completion  of  the  course,  as  was  done  in 
the  case  of  the  two  classes  which  have 
preceded  this  one,  all  candidates  were 
required  to  take  the  civil  service  examina- 
tion for  Grade  I.  prior  to  admission  as 
members  of  the  class.  While  this  method 
possesses  some  obvious  disadvantages  as 
to  selection,  notably  in  the  matter  of  per- 
sonality, there  is  a  distinct  gain  in  that 
all  class  members  are  available  for  such 
emergency  as  may  arise,  and  those  who 
fail  to  measure  up  to  the  required  stand- 
ards can  be  separated  from  the  service 
during  this  period  of  probation,  which  is 
identical  with  the  time  required  in  class 
work,  except  the  final  month.  In  view  of 
the  need  for  assistance  occasioned  by  the 
contemplated  establishment  of  circulating 
centers  in  place  of  the  reading  rooms  now 
maintained  in  some  of  the  field  houses,  it 
seems  the  most  economical  plan  open  to 
the  Board  to  engage  the  members  of  the 
class  for  half-day  service  where  they  may 
be  needed.

so  as  to  avoid  any  congestion  there. 

The  work,  as  laid  out  in  the  schedule, 
provides  for  the  return  deliveries  to  49 
stations  on  the  same  day  the  books  are 
collected,  34  stations  return  the  next  day, 
and  52  stations  with  deliveries  three  times 
a  week.

Director  Freeman,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  presented  the 
following  report  of  the  Committee: 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

The  Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — The  Finance  Committee 
report  that  the  City  having  refused  to  pay 
the  special  assessment  levied  against  the 
Public  Library  for  the  improvement  of 
Michigan  avenue  from  north  line  of  Jack- 
son boulevard  to  the  south  line  of  Ran- 
dolph street,  there  appears  to  be  no  es- 
cape from  the  necessity  of  paying  said 
assessment  out  of  the  limited  resources  of 
the  Library.  We,  therefore,  recommend: 

1.  That  the  bill  for  said  special  assess- 
ment, amounting  to  $10,983  48  be  paid 
from    the   accrued    income  of   the  Kelly 
fund. 

2.  That  in  view  of  the  absolute  neces- 
sity of  living  within  the  income  of  the  Li- 
brary, the  expenses  of  the  Library  be  cut 
down  for  the  remainder  of    the    current 
year  to  the  minimum  amount,  and  that  no

Gentlemen:  —  Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance reports  back  the  communication 
from  the  City  Comptroller  in  reference  to 
the  appropriation  for  1912.  We  find  that 
the  equalized  valuation  for  1911  has  not 
yet  been  reported,  and  in  arriving  at  the 
figures  for  1912  we  have  estimated  the 
increase  for  that  year  at  $74,000,000  over 
the  valuation  for  1910,  making  the  es- 
timated valuation  for  1912,  $922,000,000. 
The  statutory  rate  of  6/10  of  a  mill  on 
the  dollar  on  this  amount,  will  produce 
$553.2oo.  This  sum  should  be  increased 
by  an  amount  equal  to  about  4  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  for  the  Library's  share  of 
the  loss  and  cost  in  spreading  and  collect- 
ing the  levy.

"Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  favor 
of  November  28th  to  Hon.  William  H. 
Sexton  regarding  the  paving  of  Wash- 
ington street,  in  which  you  ask  for  an 
opinion  on  the  following,  viz., 

1.  The   title  to  the  library   property 

being  vested  in  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago, should  not  the  City  of 
Chicago  pay  bills  for  special  as- 
sessments for  improvements  of 
the  streets  around  the  Library 
building? 

2.  Is  the  payment  out  of  the  Library 

fund  of  a  bill  for  street  improve- 
ments a  proper  expenditure  of 
taxes  collected  for  Library  pur- 
poses? 


"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  first 
query  is  answered  in  the  negative  and  the 
second  in  the  affirmative. 

"The  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Illinois 
of  March  7,  1872,  regarding  public  libra- 
ries, under  which  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary was  organized,  does  not  exempt  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  from  the  payment 
of  special  assessments.  Likewise  the  Act1 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
approved  June  2,  1891,  passed  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  com- 
mon council  of  the  City  of  Chicago  upon 
May  19,  1890,  which  authorizes  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  to  take  possession  of 
the  piece  of  ground  upon  which  the  Li- 
brary building  is  now  located,  does  not 
exempt  the  Chicago  Public  Library  from 
the  paying  of  special  assessments. 

"The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  has 
laid  down  the  following  doctrine : 

'The  right  of  taxation  is  essential  to 
the  very  existence  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  all  property  of  every  de- 
scription in  the  State  is  subject  to 
taxation  unless  it  has  been  specifi- 
cally exempted.     All  laws  exempt- 
ing property  must  be  subjected  by 
the  courts  to  a  strict  construction, 
and  hence  nothing  will  be  held  to 
be    within    the   exemption    which 
does  not  clearly  appear  so  to  be.' 
People  v.  Chicago,  124  111.  636; 
In  re  Swigert,  119  111.  83. 
Chicago  v.  Chicago,  207  111.  37. 
"Regarding  special   assessments,    the 
distinction  between  taxation  and  special 
assessments  is  clearly  made  in  our  present 
State  Constitution  (sec.  1-5,9,  Art. 9).  The 
Supreme  Court  is  firmly  committed  to  the 
doctrine   that    exemption   from   taxation 
does    not   exempt   from   special   assess- 
ments. 

Higgins  v.  Chicago,  18  111.  276; 
Chicago  v.  Colby,  20  111.  614; 
Peoria  v.  Kidder,  26  111.  352; 
Holt  v.  East  St.  Louis,  150  111.  530; 
County  of  McLean  v.  City  of  Bloom- 

ington,  1 06  111.  209: 
Chicago  v.  Chicago,  207  111.  37. 
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"In  the  case  of  City  of  Chicago,  in 
•trust  for  use  of  schools,  v.  City  of  Chi- 
cago, 207  111.  37,  wherein  the  City  of 
Chicago  sought  to  assess  the  Board  of 
Education  for  the  improvement  of  Cali- 
fornia avenue,  the  Supreme  Court  sus- 
tained the  right  of  the  City  to  levy  such 
an  assessment  and  the  court,  speaking 
through  Mr.  Justice  Wilkin  (page  45), 
said : 

'It  is  also  insisted  by  appellant  that  the 
payment  of  this  special  assessment 
out  of  the  school  funds  would  be  a 
diverting  of  said  funds  from  the  ob- 
ject for  which  they  were  created. 
We  do  not  see  how  that  position  can 
be  maintained.  A  special  assess- 
ment may  be  levied  for  the  purpose 
of  paving  streets,  putting  down  side- 
walks, putting  in  curbing  or  for 
sewer  purposes,  all  of  which  are,  in 
theory,  for  the  benefit  of  the  prop- 
erty abutting  on  the  line  of  the  im- 
provement. Undeniably  all  of  these 
improvements  are  of  great  benefit,  if 
not  of  actual  necessity,  to  a  public 
school,  and  from  the  most  of  them  no 
property  derives  more  benefit  than 
does  that  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
They  are  as  necessary  to  the  practi- 
cal use  of  the  property  as  the  fur- 
nishing of  heat,  light  and  air.  Spe- 
cial assessments  for  such  improve- 
ments is  but  a  method  of  applying 
the  funds  of  the  school  district  for 
the  benefit  of  its  schools,  and  is  legal 
and  proper.' 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  property 
will  derive  more  benefit  from  the  paving 
of  Washington  street  with  creosoted 
wooden  block  than  the  Chicago  Public 
Library.  The  street  will  be  more  sanitary 
and  also  make  the  building  more  accessi- 
ble for  vehicles,  and  principally  it  will 
lessen  the  noises  of  the  street,  so  that 
visitors,  readers  or  users  of  the  refer- 
ence room  or  other  departments  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  can  pursue  their 
studies  or  researches  with  more  ease  and 
comfort. 


"The  right  of  the  City  of  Chicago  to 
levy  special  assessments  against  the  prop- 
erty used  by  the  Board  of  Education  hav- 
ing been  judicially  determined,  it  would 
necessarily  follow  that  the  city  should 
levy  special  assessments  against  the  prop- 
erty used  by  the  Chicago  Public  Library, 
where  the  Chicago  Public  Library  derives 
a  benefit  from  the  improvement  to  be  con- 
structed. 

"I  have  the  honor  to  refer  you  to  the 
opinion  of  this  department,  dated  Jan.  2, 
1903,  in  which  Hon.  Edgar  B.  Tolman 
said;  inter  alia: 

'If  there  be  an  urgent  necessity  to 
pave  streets  about  the  Public  Library, 
method  can  be  devised  for  the  pav- 
ing of  these  streets  by  special  assess- 
ments, in  which  an  equitable  adjust- 
ment can  be  made  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement,  so  that  the  Public  Li- 
brary Board  may  pay  such  a  portion 
thereof  as  is  equitably  to  be  regarded 
as  of  benefit  to  the  library  property, 
and  the  city  can  pay  as  public  bene- 
fits the  portion   of   the   cost  of  the 
improvement  which  represents  bene- 
fits to  the  community  in  general.' 
"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the' City  of 
Chicago  should  not  pay  bills  for  special 
assessments  of   the   cost   of   paving  the 
streets  around  the  Public  Library. 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  payment 
out  of  the  Library  fund  of  a  bill  for  im- 
proving the  streets  around  the  Public  Li- 
brary is  a  proper  expenditure  of  taxes  col- 
lected for  library  purposes.

COMMITTEE   ON    BRANCHES. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Di- 
rector Stern  presented  the  following  re- 
port of  the  Committee,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  placed  on  file: 

While  your  Committee  on  Branches 
regret  that  the  failure  to  enact  suitable 
legislation  will  prevent  the  construction 
during  the  year  1912  of  greatly  needed 
buildings  in  densely  inhabited  sections  of 
the  city,  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  that 
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they  report  what  the  Board  has  accom- 
plished during  the  past  two  years.  The 
showing  is  especially  gratifying  in  that 
such  expansion  as  there  has  been  was 
effected  despite  diminished  revenues. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  twenty- 
one  branch  circulating  libraries  and  they 
issued  for  home  use,  during  the  month 
just  ended,  1 1 1,302  volumes.  A  year  ago 
there  were  14  circulating  branches  in  op- 
eration, and  the  issue  for  the  correspond- 
ing month  was  65,797.  Two  years  ago 
at  this  date  there  were  but  three,  and 
their  combined  circulation  was  11,791. 

Demands  have  come  from  all  sections 
of  the  city  now  unsupplied  for  similar  fa- 
cilities, but  this  need  must  perforce  re- 
main unsatisfied  until  the  necessary  funds 
for  construction  of  buildings  and  for  their 
maintenance  are  secured.  Perhaps  the 
most  urgent  need  at  the  present  time  for 
fully  equipped  branch  buildings,  similar 
to  the  splendidly  planned  and  excellently 
equipped  Hiram  Kelly  branch,'  exists  in 
the  following  localities  approximately  des- 
ignated : 

Near  the  northeast  corner  of  Humboldt 
Park,  North  and  California  avenues. 

Sheridan  Park,  near  the  Wilson  avenue 
terminal  of  the  elevated. 

Corner  of  Robey  and  I2th  streets. 

South  Chicago,  in  the  vicinity  of  92nd 
street  and  Commercial  avenue. 

For  many  months  past  the  quarters  at 
Lewis  Institute  branch,  Austin  branch, 
Logan  Square  branch,  West  26th  street 
branch  and  Hebrew  Institute  branch  have 
been  woefully  insufficient  to  accommodate 
readers,  and  it  is  a  not  infrequent  neces- 
sity to  close  the  outer  doors  to  an  ex- 
pectant and  disappointed  line  of  later 
comers  because  there  is  not  another  unoc- 
cupied seat,  even  on  windowsill  or  ra- 
diator, on  the  inside  of  the  branch.  It  is 
much  to  be  regretted  that  at  Lewis  Insti- 
tute, West  26th  street,  and  Austin  par- 
ticularly, more  commodious  quarters  can- 
not be  secured  at  once  for  lack  of  funds. 


In  the  matter  of  books,  also,  the 
branches  are  as  yet  but  meagerly  equipped. 
A  circulation  exceeding  a  million  a  year 
is  being  carried  on  with  a  stock  of  less 
than  90,000  books.  The  public  library 
branches  of  Manhattan  have  a  million 
volumes  for  everyday  use.  The  large  cir- 
culation recorded  at  Hiram  Kelly,  about 
15,000  a  month,  is  managed  with  a  total 
of  less  than  8,000  books.  It  is  evident 
that  unless  the  supplies  can  be  replenished 
the  branches  will  soon  have  on  their 
shelves,  and  in  the  hands  of  their  rapidly 
increasing  readers,  nothing  but  shreds  and 
tatters. 

Although  six  of  the  twenty  branches 
have  been,  engaged  in  circulating  books 
less  than  half  a  year,  the  total  branch 
circulation  for  1911  reached  1,008,205 
issues. 

In  accordance  with  reports  heretofore 
made  to  the  Board  and  approved,  your 
Committee  have  taken  steps  to  convert 
some  additional  park  reading  rooms  into 
circulating  centers.  The  preliminaries  are 
practically  complete  and  the  following  will 
be  opened  this  month  : 

Fuller  Park,  45th  street  and  Princeton 
avenue  (to  be  opened  Jan.'  i5th  as  a 
new  branch). 

Hamilton  Park,  West  72nd  and  Wal- 
lace streets. 
West    Park    No.    3,    Fisk    and     2oth 

streets. 

Heavy  demands  from  the  schools  for 
reference  assistance  at  most  of  the 
branches  have  proved  a  serious  burden 
upon  the  already  overworked  members  of 
the  staff,  and  it  has  been  found  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  assign  additional  help 
in  a  number  of  branches.  For  part  time 
service  the  members  of  the  Training  Class 
have  filled  many  gaps.  Your  Committee 
have  recommended  to  the  Administration 
Committee  the  strengthening  of  the  staff 
in  a  number  of  the  branches.

Gentlemen: — With  a  view  to  greater 
convenience  for  all  departments  con- 
cerned and  prompted  primarily  by  the 
urgent  need  for  additional  space  required 
by  the  branches  department  and  the  de- 
posit collection,  your  Committee  on 
Buildings  have  authorized  the  Librarian 
to  proceed  at  once  with  a  number  of 
changes  in  the  central  building,  which 
may  be  briefly  outlined  as  follows :

official  card  catalogue  and  the  bibliogra- 
phical sources  which  must  necessarily  be 
constantly  referred  to  in  connection  with 
its  work.. 

The  assembly  ball  on  the  first  floor  op- 
posite the  public  documents  department. 
to  be  equipped  with  the  necessary  furni- 
ture for  installing  therein  a  department  of 
civics. 

These  contemplated  changes  involve 
comparatively  small  expenditure,  as  most 
of  the  shelving  can  be  retained  without 
alteration,  and  such  additional  equipment 
as  is  necessary  can.  for  the  main  part,  be 
provided  through  the  janitors*  depart- 
ment. The  one  radical  change  involved 
is  in  the  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  the 
assembly  hall  for  meetings  of  outside 
organizations.  As  the  members  of  the 
Board  are  aware,  these  meetings  have 
been  infrequent  and  for  the  most  part  not 
very  well  attended.

The  joint  Committee  recommends  that 
this  insurance  be  dropped.  In  making 
this  recommendation  the  joint  Committee 
is  guided  by  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  dated  Feb.  28,  1912,  a  copy 
of  which  is  hereto  appended,  and  by  an 
opinion  from  the  same  office,  under  date 
of  June  10,  1909,  now  on  file  in  the  Sec- 
retary's office.

"In  Re  ACTION  OF  CITY  WITH  REF- 
ERENCE  TO    EMPLOYERS'    COM- 
PENSATION ACT. 
"Hon.  L.  E.  McGann,

"Dear  Sir:  —  The  above  question, 
which  was  presented  to  this  department 
in  your  communication  of  December  1 8, 
1911,  covers  two  points: 

"i.  A  construction  of  the  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  providing  compensa- 
tion for  accidental  injuries  or  death  suf- 
fered in  the  course  of  employment. 

"2.  If  it  should  appear  that  municipal 
corporations  come  within  the  provisions 
of  the  Act,  what  notice  or  action,  if  any, 
should  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  law  by 
the  city  of  Chicago? 

"According  to  my  view  the  term  'every 
employer  in  the  State1  used  in  Section  2 
of  said  Act  does  not  include  municipal 
corporations.  In  order  to  include  them 
the  legislature  should  have  vested  them 
with  power  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Act.  This  power  has  not  been  con- 
ferred, and  the  city  is  without  the  means 
to  comply  with  the  law. 

"While   this    is   my    opinion,    the    city 


may  nevertheless  file  with  the  State  Bu- 
reau of  Labor  Statistics  a  notice  of  its 
election  not  to  be  bound  by  the  Act  in 
question,  and  thus  remove  any  possible 
doubt  with  reference  to  the  matter.

"Gentlemen: — Replying  to  the  verbal 
request  made  by  your  Secretary,  Mr. 
H.  G.  Wilson,  to  this  department  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  or  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
in  case  of  injury  or  death  caused  by  the 
negligence  of  an  operator  of  elevators  in 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  building,  I 
beg  to  say : 

"In  the  case  of  Maxmilian  vs.  Mayor, 
etc.,  of  New  York,  62  N.  Y.  160,  decided 
in  1875,  the  court  held  the  broad,  general 
doctrine  to  be  that  'two  kinds  of  duties 
are  imposed  on  municipal  corporations, 
the  one  governmental  and  a  branch  of  the 
general  administration  of  the  Slate,  and 
the  other  quasi-private  or  corporate.' 

"This  doctrine  has  been  recognized 
and  upheld  in  numerous  opinions  of  our 
courts  in  different  parts  of  the  United 
States. 

"In  Wilcbx  vs.  City  of  Rochester,  190 
N.  Y.  Rep.,  page  137,  decided  in  1907, 
the  court  held  that  upon  principle  and  au- 
thority, as  well  as  under  the  act  for  the 
government  of  cities  of  the  second  clats 
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(L.  1898,  ch.  182,  par.  181),  defining  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  members  of  the 
police  force  in  cities  of  the  second  class, 
the  City  of  Rochester  in  the  appointment 
and  maintenance  of  the  police  force  exer- 
cises a  public  governmental  function,  so 
that  it  is  not  responsible  for  the  unlawful 
or  negligent  acts  of  policemen  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties ;  and  the  main- 
tenance, management,  and  repair  of  a 
building  used  and  occupied  as  a  police 
headquarters  for  its  police  department 
and  by  the  police  court  with  a  telephone 
and  telegraph  system  for  the  police  patrol 
and  fire  alarm,  and  with  cells  for  the  tem- 
porary detention  of  prisoners  arrested  by 
the  police,  is  an  appropriate  and  neces- 
sary element  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
police  force,  and  is  also  the  exercise  of  a 
public  governmental  function,  not  a  mu- 
nicipal function ;  hence  the  city  is  not  lia- 
ble for  injuries  sustained  by  a  mechanic 
on  his  way  to  repair  the  roof  of  the  build- 
ing alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  the 
negligence  of  a  police  telegraph  operator 
in  leaving  open  the  door  to  an  elevator 
shaft  when  the  elevator  had  been  moved 
upward  and  away  from  the  door  so  that 
the  mechanic,  believing  that  the  elevator 
was  still  there,  stepped  through  the  door 
and  fell  to  the  bottom  of  the  shaft. 

"In  the  case  of  Moest  vs.  City  of  Buf- 
falo, 116  Appellate  Division  Reports,  Su- 
preme Court  of  New  York,  page  657,  the 
court  held  that  the  rule  of  respondeat 
superior  is  based  upon  the  right  which  the 
employer  has  to  select  his  servants,  to 
discharge  them  if  not  competent  and  to 
direct  and  control  them  while  in  his  em- 
ploy ;  that  the  rule  has  no  application  to  a 
case  when  this  power  of  the  master 
does  not  exist ;  that  neither  the  City  of 
Buffalo  nor  the  County  of  Erie  is  liable 
for  the  injuries  received  on  an  elevator  in 
the  city  and  county  hall  by  reason  of  the 
personal  negligence  of  the  operator.  This 
is  because  said  building,  under  the  statute 
providing  for  the  erection  and  manage- 
ment thereof,  is  under  the  control  of 
trustees  appointed  by  the  city  and  county 


who  have  power  to  employ  and  discharge 
servants  and  workmen  in  the  building, 
and  because  the  occupancy  by  the  city 
and  county  is  for  governmental  purposes. 
Municipalities  are  not  liable  for  the  acts  of 
officers  and,  agents  exercising  govern- 
mental functions.  The  court  cites  the 
opinion  of  Folger,  J.,  in  Maxmilian  vs. 
Mayor,  supra,  as  follows: 

"  'Where  a  municipal  corporation  elects 
or  appoints  an  officer  in  obedience  to  an 
act  of  the  legislature  to  perform  a  public 
service  in  which  the  corporation  has  no 
private  interest  and  from  which  it  derives 
no  special  benefit  or  advantage  in  its  cor- 
porate capacity,  such  officer  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  a  servant  or  agent  of  the  muni- 
cipality for  whose  negligence  or  want  of 
skill  it  can  be  held  liable.  It  has  ap- 
pointed or  elected  him  in  pursuance  of  a 
duty  laid  upon  it  by  law  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  com- 
munity.' 

"The  doctrine  laid  down  in  the  Max- 
milian case  is  also  confirmed  in  the  case 
of  Lefrois  vs.  County  of  Monroe,  162 
N.  Y.  563  ;  Markey  vs.  County  of  Queens, 
I54N.  Y.  675;  Hughes  vs.  County  of 
Monroe,  147  N.  Y.  49.  In  the  Hughes 
case  it  was  unsuccessfully  sought  to  hold 
the  County  of  Monroe  liable  for  an  acci- 
dent occurring  to  an  employe  in  the  in- 
sane asylum,  and  in  the  Lefrois  case  for 
the  acts  of  the  officials  of  the  county  in 
permicting  sewage  and  night  soil  from  a 
penitentiary  and  almshouse  to  be  spread 
over  the  county  farm,  thereby  creating 
and  continuing  a  nuisance  to  the  damage 
of  the  land  and  stock  of  a  neighboring 
owner.  In  the  Markey  case  it  was  held 
that  the  county  was  not  liable  for  the  suit 
of  a  private  individual  who  received  in- 
juries from  a  defective  bridge,  with  the 
maintenance  of  which  the  county  was 
chargeable. 

"In  the  latter  case,  as  stated  in  the 
syllabus,  it  is  held  that  there  is  a  distinc- 
tion between  counties  as  civil  divisions  of 
the  State  for  purposes  of  local  government 
and  chartered  municipal  corporations  in 
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respect  to  their  liability  for  corporate  acts. 
And  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  per 
Gray,  J.,  the  rule  is  broadly  stated  that 
counties  'were  created  such  for  the  better 
and  more  convenient  government  of  the 
State,  both  upon  authority  and  upon 
principle  in  the  exercise  of  those  political 
powers  which  appertain  to  local  govern- 
ment and  which  are  for  the  public  benefit, 
and  they  should  be  no  more  liable  for 
damages  resulting  therefrom  at  the  suit  of 
a  private  individual  than  would  be  the 
State  itself.' 

"In  Snider  vs.  City  of  St.  Paul,  51 
Minn.  Rep.,  p.  466,  the  court  held  that 
the  duty  of  providing  and  maintaining  a 
city  hall  for  the  uses  of  the  city  officers  is 
a  public  and  governmental  use,  for  the 
negligence  of  its  agents  or  servants  in  dis- 
charge of  which  the  city  of  St.  Paul  is  not 
liable  in  a  private  action.  In  this  case 
the  complainant  alleged  that  the  city  of 
St.  Paul  and  the  county  of  Ramsey  owned 
and  possessed,  as  tenants  in  common,  a 
building  known  as  the  courthouse  and 
city  hall;  that  they  negligently  constructed 
the  entrance  to  one  of  the  elevator  shafts 
in  an  unsafe  manner ;  also  that  their 
servant  in  charge  of  the  elevator  handled 
it  negligently,  whereby  the  plaintiff  was 
injured. 

"In  deciding  this  case  in  favor  of  the 
city  of  St.  Paul,  Mitchell,  J.,  referred  to 
the  case  of  Dosdall  vs.  County  of  Olm- 
stead,  30  Minn.  96,  where  the  court  held 
that  a  county  is  not  liable  for  the  negli- 
gence of  its  board  of  county  commission- 
ers in  failing  to  repair  a  courthouse,  the 
duty  of  maintaining  a  courthouse  being  a 
public  one  and  fora  wholly  public  purpose. 
Also  to  the  case  of  Bryant  vs.  City  of  St. 
Paul,  33  Minn.  289,  where  the  court  held 
that  the  city  was  not  liable  for  the  negli- 
gence of  the  board  of  health  in  the  dis- 
charge of  its  duties,  the  same  being  public 
and  governmental  and  not  corporate  in 
their  character.  And  for  a  like  reason  in 
Grube  vs.  City  of  St.  Paul,  34  Minn.  402, 
where  it  was  held  that  the  city  was  not  li- 


able for  the  negligent  acts  of  members  of 
its  fire  department,  and  in  Snider  vs.  City 
of  St.  Paul,  on  page  473,  J.  Mitchell  said 
in  part: 

"  'We  fail  to  discover  any  distinction  in 
the  character,  in  this  respect,  of  the  duty 
performed  by  the  city  in  maintaining  a 
board  of  health,  a  fire  department  or  a  po- 
lice department,  and  that  performed  in 
providing  and  maintaining  a  city  hall  for 
the  use  of  the  public  officers  of  the  city. 
The  city  in  its  private  or  corporate  ca- 
pacity derives  no  more  pecuniary  benefit 
from  the  one  than  it  does  from  the  others, 
and  in  each  case  alike  the  purpose  is  a 
public  and  governmental  one.  The  duty 
which  a  city  performs  in  providing  a  city 
hall  for  the  use  of  the  public  officers  of 
the  city  is  exactly  the  same  in  its  nature 
as  that  performed  by  a  county  in  provid- 
ing a  courthouse  for  the  use  of  the  county 
officers.  The  inconsistency  of  holding 
that  the  County  of  Ramsey  is  not  liable 
(as  must  be  under  the  Dosdall  case),  but 
that  the  city  is,  would  be  forcibly  illus- 
trated by  the  special  facts  of  this  case. 
Our  conclusion  is  the  city  is  not  liable.' 

"In  the  case  of  Reynolds  vs.  Board  of 
Education,  33  App.  Div.  Rep.  Supreme 
Court  of  New  York,  page  88,  the  court 
adopted  the  ruling  of  Folger,  J.,  in  Maxi- 
milian vs.  Mayor,  supra,  and  Ward,  J., 
in  deciding  said  case  said,  in  part: 

"  '.  .  .  The  cases  bearing  upon  this 
subject  found  in  the  reports  relate  mainly 
to  municipal  corporations  and  point  out 
the  dual  relations  of  those  corporations  to 
the  public  and  to  private  interests,  and  in 
so  far  as  they  touch  upon  the  public  du- 
ties of  the  corporations  they  are  instructed 
upon  the  subject  they  are  considering. 
These  cases  define  two  kinds  of  duty  that 
are  imposed  upon  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion ;  one  is  that  kind  which  arises  from 
a  grant  of  a  special  power  in  the  exercise 
of  which  the  municipality  is  a  legal  indi- 
vidual ;  the  other  is  that  kind  which  arises 
or  is  implied  from  the  use  of  political 
rights  under  the  general  law  in  the  exer- 
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else  of  which  it  is  a  sovereign.  The  former 
power  is  private  and  is  used  for  private 
purposes;  the  latter  is  public  and  is  used 
for  public  purposes;  the  former  is  not 
held  by  the  municipality  as  one  of  the  po- 
litical divisions  of  the  State;  the  latter  is. 
Where  the  power  is  intrusted  to  the  cor- 
poration as  one  of  the  political  divisions 
of  the  State  and  is  conferred  not  for  the 
immediate  benefit  of  the  municipality,  but 
as  a  means  to  the  exercise  of  the  sover- 
eign power  for  the  benefit  of  all  citizens, 
the  corporation  is  not  liable  for  a  non- 
user  or  for  a  misuser  by  the  pitblic  agents. 
Where  the  duties  which  are  imposed  upon 
the  municipality  are  of  the  latter  class, 
they  are  generally  to  be  performed  by 
officers  who,  though  deriving  their  ap- 
pointment from  the  corporation  itself 
through  the  nomination  of  its  executive 
agents  by  a  power  devolved  thereon  as  a 
convenient  mode  of  exercising  the  func- 
tion of  government,  are  yet  the  officers 
and  hence  the  servants,  of  the  public  at 
large,  and  they  are  not  under  the  control 
of  the  municipality;  they  are  not  its 
agents  or  servants  but  are  public  officers, 
agents  and  servants  of  the  public  at  large, 
and  the  corporation  is  not  responsible  Tor 
their  acts  or  omissions  nor  for  the  acts  or 
omissions  of  their  subordinates  by  them 
appointed.  (Maximilian  vs.  Mayor,  su- 
pra, 164,  165;  Eastman  vs.  Meredith,  36 
N.  H.  284;  Fisher  vs.  Boston,  104  Mass. 
87;  Lloyd  vs.  Mayor,  5  N.  Y.  374; 
Bailey  vs.  The  Mayor,  etc.,  3  Hill,  538, 
et  seq. ;  Hughes  vs.  The  County  of 
Monroe,  147  N.  Y.  49;  Markey  vs.  The 
County  of  Queens,  154  id.  675  ;  Donovan 
vs.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  85  id.  117,  122;  Springfield 
Fire  &  M.  Insurance  Co.  vs.  Village  of 
Keesville,  148  id.  46;  Woodhull  vs.  The 
Mayor,  etc.,  76  Hun.  390;  McKay  vs. 
City  of  Buffalo,  9  id.  401  ;  affd.  74  N.  Y. 
619;  O'Mara  vs.  The  Mayor,  Aldermen 
&  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  i  Daly,  425  ;  New  York  &  Brook- 
lyn Saw  Mill  &  L.  Co.  vs.  City  of  Brook- 
lyn, 71  N.  Y.  580;  McDonald  vs  Massa- 


chusetts General  Hospital,  120  Mass. 
432;  Hill  vs.  Boston,  122  id.  344.)' 

"Donovan  vs.  The  Board  of  Education 
(supra)  was  an  action  brought  against  the 
board  by  the  City  of  New  York  to  recover 
damages  for  injuries  sustained  by  the 
plaintiff  by  falling  into  an  excavation  in  the 
yard  of  the  premises  occupied  as  a  ward 
school.  The  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  the  ac- 
cident was  a  scholar  attending  the  school. 
The  excavation  into  which  the  plaintiff 
fell  communicated  with  the  cellar  of  the 
school  building  and  was  provided  with  an 
ordinary  grating,  and  the  evidence  tended 
to  show  that  the  opening  had  been  negli- 
gently left  uncovered  at  the  time  of  the 
accident.  The  premises  were  in  the  spe- 
cial care  and  keeping  of  the  school  trus- 
tees of  the  ward  where  the  building  was 
located,  who  were  authorized  to  appoint 
janitors  for  the  building  and  to  employ 
masons  in  connection  with  the  work. 
The  accident  was  due  to  the  negligence  of 
the  janitor  or  of  the  masons.  Under  the 
law  the  Board  of  Education  had  appointed 
the  ward  trustees,  and  it  was  sought  to 
hold  the  board  responsible  by  reason  of 
that  fact  and  of  its  general  superintend- 
ence of  the  affairs  of  the  city  schools. 
Andross,  J.,  said:  'But  this  did  not 
make  them  (the  trustees)  the  servants  or 
agents  of  the  board  which  appointed 
them.  Their  general  authority  and  their 
power  to  make  repairs  was  not  derived 
from  the  defendant,  but  from  the  law.' 

"In  Tollefson  vs.  City  of  Ottawa,  228 
III.  1 34,  the  court  held  that  under  the  City 
and  Village  Act  a  city  had  power  to  main- 
tain a  hospital  either  as  a  charity  or  in  the 
exercise  of  its  police  power,  as  a  means  to 
promote  the  general  health  and  welfare, 
and  in  neither  case  is  it  liable  under  the 
doctrine  of  respondeat  superior,  for  the 
negligent  acts  of  employes  connected  with 
the  hospital. 

"In  Craig  vs.  City  of  Charleston,  180 
111. ,  on  page  i  56,  the  court  said  : 

"  '.  .  .  A  municipal  corporation  while 
simply  exercising  its  police  powers,  is  not 
liable  for  the  acts  of  its  officers  in  the  vio- 
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lation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  and  in  ex- 
cess of  the  legal  powers  of  the  city.  Dillon 
on  Mun.  Corp.  sees.  950,  968;  Town  of 
Odell  vs-.  Schroeder,  58  III.  353;  City  of 
Chicago  vs.  Turner,  80  111.  419;  Wilcox 
vs.  City  of  Chicago,  107  111.  334;  Blake 
vs.  City  of  Pontiac,  49  111.  App.  543.' 

"The  case  of  Backer  vs.  West  Chicago 
Park  Commissioners  reported  in  the  66th 
111.  App.  Ct.  Rep  ,  page  508,  was  one  in 
which  suit  was  brought  by  an  employe" 
against  the  commissioners  for  injuries 
sustained  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  in  driving  a  vicious  horse.  A  de- 
murrer was  sustained  to  the  declaration 
of  plaintiff  and  he  appealed  to  the  Appel- 
late Court.  Mr.  Justice  Waterman,  now 
a  member  of  your  honorable  board,  de- 
livered the  opinion  of  the  court.  On  page 
5  1 2  the  court  said,  in  part : 

"  '.  .  .  In  this  State  the  rule  has 
long  been,  as  laid  down  in  Town  of  Walt- 
ham  vs.  Kemper,  55  111.  346,  that  a  dis- 
tinction exists  between  the  liability  of  vil- 
lages, towns  and  cities  created  for  their 
own  benefit,  and  towns  established  by 
law  as  civil  divisions  of  a  county,  the  lat- 
ter not  being  liable  to  private  action  for 
damages  occasioned  by  the  negligence  of 
their  servants.  As  is  said  in  that  case,  at 
the  common  law,  while  actions  are  main- 
tained against  towns  which  are  but  civil 
divisions  of  the  county,  it  has  been  held 
that  ever  since  the  case  of  Russell  et  al. 
vs.  Men  Dwelling  in  the  County  of  Devon, 
2d  Term  Reports,  671.  that  towns  or 
counties,  though  corporations,  but  existing 
as  such  by  virtue  of  the  general  political 
government  of  the  State,  are  not  liable  at 
the  common  law  to  actions  for  neglect  of 
duty,  and  can  only  be  made  liable  by  stat- 
ute. Such  was  the  rule  announced  in  the 
case  of  Hedges  vs.  The  County  of  Madi- 
son, i  Oilman,  567,  and  such  has  been 
the  uniform  holding  in  this  State,  with 
the  exception  of  the  case  of  Town  of 
South  Ottawa  vs.  Foster,  20  111.  296, 
which  case  was  overruled  in  Town  of 
Waltham  vs.  Kemper,  supra. r 


"And  on  page  514,  the  court  said  : 
"  'In  Elmore  vs.  Drainage  Commis- 
sioners the  court  said:  "In  Commission- 
ers vs.  Kelsey,  120  111.  482,  and  in  other 
cases,  it  has  been  held  that  drainage  dis- 
tricts are  to  be  classed  as  municipal  cor- 
porations. It  is  manifest,  however,  that 
they  are  not  municipal  corporations 
proper,  nor  do  we  regard  them  as  analo- 
gous to  such  corporations.  In  the  case 
of  an  incorporated  city  a  perfect  obliga- 
tion is  imposed  by  the  law  and  powers 
and  means  full,  ample  and  adequate  for 
the  discharge  of  such  duty  are  given.  A 
drainage  district,  however,  is  organized 
merely  for  the  special  and  limited  pur- 
pose. Its  powers  are  restricted  to  such 
as  the  legislature  has  deemed  essential  for 
the  accomplishment  of  such  purpose,  and 
it  is  only  authorized  to  raise  funds  for  the 
specific  object  for  which  it  is  formed,  and 
can  do  that  in  no  other  mode  than  by 
special  assessment  upon  the  property 
benefited,  which  can  in  no  case  exceed 
the  benefits  to  the  lards  assessed.  No 
funds  or  means  are  furnished  such  district 
with  which  to  pay  damages  occasioned  to 
individuals  by  the  tortious  or  unauthorized 
acts  of  the  drainage  commissioners,  and 
there  is  no  express  statutory  requirement 
that  it  shall  be  liable  for  such  torts.  The 
duty  then  which  was  incumbent  upon  ap- 
pellee to  protect  the  lands  of  appellant 
through  which  its  ditches  passed  from 
inundation  was  a  duty  of  imperfect  obli- 
gation and  one  for  the  breach  of  which  no 
action  for  damages  lies  against  the  dis- 
trict. The  act  under  which  appellee  is 
organized  is  a  general  law  and  applicable 
alike  to  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  under 
its  provisions  drainage  districts  may  every 
where  be  formed.  Appellee  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  mere  public  involuntary 
quasi  corporation,  and  the  well-established 
and  uniform  doctrine  is  that  there  is  no 
corporate  liability  to  respond  in  damages 
to  an  individual  injured  by  the  negligent 
or  wrongful  act  of  its  officers,  agents  or 
servants,  ' 
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"In  the  case  of  the  West  Park  Com- 
missioners, as  in  'the  case  of  the  Drainage 
Commissioners,  considered  in  135  111.,  no 
funds  or  means  are  furnished  the  West 
Park  Commissioners  with  which  to  pay 
damages  occasioned  to  individuals  by  the 
negligent  acts  of  such  commissioners,  and 
there  is  no  express  statutory  requirement 
that  the  municipality  shall  be  liable  for 
such  torts.  True,  the  commissioners  have 
authority  to  raise  certain  sums  of  money 
by  taxation,  but  such  money  is  a  trust 
fund  required  to  be  expended  in  the  gov- 
ernment, maintenance  and  improvement 
of  the  parks,  boulevards  and  pleasure- 
ways,  which  parks,  etc.,  exist  not  for  the 
benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  munici 
pality  alone,  but  for  the  recreation,  health 
and  benefit  of  the  public,  and  are  'free  to 
all  persons  forever.' 

"The  Chicago  Public  Library  was  or- 
ganized under  an  act  of  March  7,  1872, 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Illinois.  The  title  in  fee  simple  to  the 
ground  upon  which  said  public  library 
building  was  erected  is  in  the  municipal 
corporation  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  The 
City  Council  is  by  statute  authorized  to 
levy  taxes  for  library  purposes  to  be 
levied  and  collected  in  like  manner  with 
the  general  taxes  of  the  city,  and  the 
general  taxes  must,  by  law,  be  levied  by 


an  ordinance  which  specified  in  detail  the 
purposes  and  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tion required.  The  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary is  not  a  separate  municipal  corpora- 
tion, but  is  a  department  of  the  munici- 
pality, the  City  of  Chicago.  The  general 
doctrine  laid  down  in  the  case  of  Max- 
milian  vs.  Mayor  appears  to  have  become 
the  well-settled  rule  of  law  wherever  the 
the  question  has  been  raised,  and  I  am 
therefore  of  the  opinion  that  no  liability 
would  attach  either  to  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  or  to  the  City  of  Chicago  for  any 
injury  or  death  caused  as  above  stated.

Gentlemen: — From  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  efficiency  records  applicable  to 
the  three  hundred  employe's  of  the  Li- 
brary, your  Committee  on  Administra- 
tion are  gratified  to  learn  that  there  has 
been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  aver- 
age service  rendered  the  past  year  as 
compared  with  the  twelve  months  preced- 
ing. Not  only  has  there  been  a  notable 
diminution  as  to  tardiness,  but  there  has 
been  an  improved  standard  in  the  gen- 
eral efficiency  recorded. 

Conforming  to  the  schedule  of  salaries 
as  revised  in  April  of  last  year,  and  as 
modified  by  the  accompanying  classifica- 
tion of  service,  your  Committee  herewith 
report  a  list  of  employe's  with  salaries 
based  on  the  grading  and  efficiency  rec- 
ords of  the  year.  The  salaries  go  into 
effect  April  26,  except  as  otherwise 
noted.  Automatic  raises  affecting  pages 
will  be  reported  from  time  to  time  during 
the  year. 

For  the  further  strengthening  of  the 
departmental  work,  your  Committee  rec- 
ommend a  number  of  transfers  pre- 
liminary to  a  reorganization  of  the  Even- 
ing Service  and  of  the  work  carried  on 
through  the  Stations  Department. 

Your  Committee  have  also  given  earn- 
est attention  to  the  advisability  of  effect- 
ing a  reorganization  and  possible  merger 
of  the  Engineers  and  Janitors  Depart- 
ments, as  there  seems  to  be  reason  to  be- 


lieve that  a  considerable  saving  can  be 
effected.  In  order  that  the  matter  may 
be  gone  into  thoroughly  and  carefully,  we 
submit  the  following  recommendation  and 
ask  its  adoption :

methods  as  may  lead  to  economy  of  ex- 
penditure without  loss  of  efficiency. 

Your  Committee  in  the  schedule  which 
follows  have  given  such  merited  recogni- 
tion in  cases  not  covered  by  the  auto- 
matic salary  scale  as  the  funds  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board  will  permit.

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS  AND  AD-

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

OBJECT. 

To  investigate  the  heating,  ventilating, 
power  and  lighting  plant  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary, and.  furthermore, determine  whether 
it  is  more  economical  to  continue  operat- 
ing the  plant  as  has  been  done  in  the  past 
or  to  purchase  the  electric  current  from 
the  Sanitary  District  at  a  flat  rate  of 
I  cent  per  kilowatt-boar.

COAL  CONSUMPTION  FOR  YEA*  1911.

Coal  consumption  during  seven  winter 
months,  Oct.  i  to  May  i.  1911. 

On  account  of  these  months  being  the 
heating  season,  the  greatest  portion  of 
coal  was  burned  during  this  time.  Al- 
though steam  for  beating  may  be  required 
in  the  latter  part  of  September  and  at  i 
times  during  the  early  part  of  May.  never- 
theless  it  may  be  taken  for  granted  that 
during  these  seven  months  steam  is  con- 
stantly required.  During  this  time  the 
exhaust  fans  discharge  1 57,000  cubic  feet 
of  air  per  minute  through  the  various  heat- 
ing coils,  and  assuming  that  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  air  is  raised  on  the  average  40 
degrees  F..  the  amount  of  coal  required

Assuming  that  no  heat  is  required  for 
the  radiators  during  this  time,  the  coal 


needed  for  generating  the  power  and  fur- 
nishing hot  water  for  the  building  would 
be  as  follows:  300,034  K.  W.  hours 
were  produced  and  from  a  series  of  tests 
previously  made  on  the  steam  consump- 
tion per  K.  W.  hour,  including  the  losses 
in  the  steam  maira  I  have  calculated 


a  K.  W.  hour  consumes  4.38  IDS.  of 
coal.  Hence,  for  generating  this  current 
(300.034  K.  W.  hours),  there  are  required 
-jrjjj  —  =  657  tons  of  coaL  Assam- 
ing  that  8.  5  Ibs.  of  water  had  to  be  fed  to 
the  boiler  per  pound  of  coal,  then  the 
boiler-feed  pump  would  require  about  39 
tons  of  coal.  The  house  pump  had  to 
furnish  about  1,250.000  gallons  of  water 
during  these  5  months,  which  must  be 
delivered  into  the  two  tanks  located  on 
the  roof,  requiring  about  7  tons  of  coaL 
The  air-compressor  pumps  about  600.000 
cubic  feet  of  free  air  against  15  Ibs.  of 
pressure,  which  requires  about  15  tons  of 
coal,  making  a  total  of  61  tons  for  water 
and  air  pumping.  Deducting  the  1856 
tons  of  coal  consumed  in  the  winter 
months  from  the  total  coal  consumed 
(2636.2  tons)  gives  780.2  as  the  coal 
consumed  in  the  summer  months.  Alto- 
gether there  are  657  —  61  =  718  tons 
of  coal,  which  can  be  accounted  for,  and 
7802  —  718  =  62.2  tons  not  accounted 
for  during  the  summer  months.  The 
greater  part  of  these  62.5  tons  may  have 
been  consumed  during  the  heating  Crayon. 
as  the  air  was.  perhaps,  heated  i  degree 
F.  higher  than  I  estimated.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  it  requires  46.4  tons 
of  coal  to  beat  1  57.000  cubic  feet  of  air 
i  degree  F.  during  7  months,  hence  a 
variation  as  shown  above  may  easily  oc- 
cur.

ADDITIONAL  COST. 

Since  the  present  machinery  for  driving 
the  vacuum  pump,  house  pump  and  air 
pump  are  all  steam  driven,  it  would  be- 
come necessary  to  substitute  electric 
driven  machinery  for  them,  and  these 
would  also  have  to  be  in  duplicate.  Fur- 
thermore, since  there  would  be  no  steam 
in  the  boilers  during  the  summer  time, 
although  hot  water  for  the  entire  building 
is  required,  it  would  become  necessary  to 
install  a  hot  water  heating  system  oper- 
ated either  by  gas  or  anthracite  coal. 
The  entire  cost  of  this  new  machinery  com- 
pletely installed  would  be  about  $5,400. 
On  this  investment,  interest  and  depreci- 
ation must  be  figured,  the  usual  figure 
being  about  10  per  cent.  Hence  there  is 
an  additional  charge  of  $540.00  for  inter- 
est and  depreciation  on  capital  invested 
in  the  machinery.  The  cost  of  heating 
the  water  during  the  5  months  would  be 
about  $250.  oo.  The  cost  for  operating  the 
new  machinery  electrically  as  shown  be- 
low would  be  $590.40  per  year.  The 


cost  of  operating  all  the  present  machinery, 
if  the  entire  current  of  1911  is  taken  as  a 
basis,  would  be  $7,191.94.

REMARKS. 


I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  fact  that  the  repair  bills  of 
the  entire  plant  are  extremely  low,  be- 
cause practically  all  the  repairs  are  done 
by  the  engine  room  crew.  The  plant  is 
in  first-class  condition  in  every  respect. 

The  reason  why  the  amount  of  labor 
which  could  be  saved  if  a  change  is  made 
is  comparatively  small,  is  that  the  duties 
of  the  engine  room  crew  are  manifold  and 
their  work  distributed  over  the  entire 
building.  The  operation  of  erne  or  two 
steam  engines  for  generating  the  current 
demand  comparatively  little  attention. 

I  wish  to  advise  the  Committee  not  to 
purchase  current  from  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict at  i  cent  per  K.  W.  hour.  It  is 
shown  on  the  itemized  sheets  that  it  would 
cost  more  to  operate  the  plant  when  buy- 
ing the  electricity  than  when  operating  it  as 
at  present.  It  would  also  become  necessary 
to  purchase  new  machinery,  which  would 
cause  an  outlay  of  at  least  $5,400.00. 


Other  reasons  for  not  making  the  change 
are  that  the  present  plant  operates  very 
economically,  and  that  it  is  safer  to  pro- 
duce your  own  current  than  to  have  it 
brought  from  a  long  distance  to  your.plant, 
as  in  the  latter  case  there  are  more  cnances 
of  interference. 

Director  Wait,  also,  presented  a  bill 
from  Mr.  Otto  Luhr,  consulting  engineer, 
in  the  amount  of  $150.00,  and  moved 
that  the  bill  be  ordered  paid.
